ON NHS FUTURE

RESIDENTS in the Oswestry 
and Welshpool areas can now 
have their say on the £300 mil¬ 
lion shake-up of the local NHS 
as consultation was launched 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

The 14-week public consultation 
will see a series of workshops and 
meetings held so residents can give 
their opinion. 

The Future Fit panel is consulting on its pre¬ 
ferred option of a new emergency centre at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital with the majority of 
planned care at the Princess Royal in Telford. 

Urgent care centres will also be provided at 
both hospitals under the plans. 

Owen Paterson, MP for North Shropshire, 
said: “This is the biggest investment of state 
funds in Shropshire ever and it will bring with 
it significant improvements 
in healthcare. 

“It will bring emergency 
care back into the county that 
at the moment sees patients 
going to centres many miles 
away. This is a huge decision 
looking ahead for healthcare 
for decades to come. We must 
ensure that everyone replies 
with a resounding yes, we 
cannot afford any more delay. 
Getting this off the ground is 

long overdue.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies said: “This 
is the most important decision for health care 
for the people of Montgomeryshire that I can 
remember. I am organising meetings in villages 
and areas that the official public consultation 
won’t travel to, such is its importance. 

“The Government has recognised how impor¬ 
tant it is by making it the biggest investment in 
the NHS in the whole of Britain this year. 

“I think the public endorsement of the pre¬ 
ferred option is hugely important to this area 
and I am pleased that Powys Health Board is 
involved. “ 

Public exhibitions giving people the chance 
to talk to health chiefs and clinicians about the 
proposals will take place from next week. 

Exhibitions will be held at the Elephant and 
Castle Hotel in Newtown on June 28 and at 
Cabin Lane Church in Oswestry on August 15. 

They will each run from 3.30pm to 7.30pm. 

There will also be more than 50 pop-up events 
to raise awareness of the consultation and a sur¬ 
vey which people can use to offer their views.

Police investigation 
launched after girl 
is racially abused 

AN investigation is underway after a 
group of children racially abused an 
11-year-old girl and chased her through 
Welshpool. 

A report regarding the incident was 
made to Dyfed-Powys Police. 

The force’s officers are now investigat¬ 
ing the incident and have appealed for 
witnesses. 

The racist abuse took place at around 
5.30pm on Saturday, May 12, police have 
said. It is alleged that a group of older chil¬ 
dren shouted comments about the colour 
of the girl’s skin. 

The group then chased her between the 
town’s Berriew Street Car Park and Mor¬ 
risons supermarket. 

Police said one youth has been spoken to 
about the incident and the investigation is 
still ongoing. 

PC Jim Baines of the neighbourhood po¬ 
licing team in Welshpool said: “Police will 
not tolerate any racist behaviour and I am 
appealing for anyone with information, or 
who saw this unpleasant incident, to come 
forward.”

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Up to 2,500 patients caught 
up in hospital data breach

UP to 2,500 patients had their 
data released without permis¬ 
sion in a breach at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital, it has been 
revealed. 

Details of how patient data was re¬ 
leased by the hospital emerged at a 
meeting of its trust’s directors last 
week. 

It was confirmed that up to 2,500 people 
could be affected by the breach, which saw 
some patients’ information given to a med¬ 
ical components manufacturer. 

It has been revealed that the information 
included some patients’ surnames and ini¬ 
tials, hospital numbers and clinical infor¬ 
mation - including clinical measurements. 

Senior leaders at the hospital have 
pledged to contact every patient affected. 

The hospital trust has been investigating 
since discovering in late April that some 
data from up to 2,500 patients taking part 
in a long-standing surveillance study may 
have been shared without their consent. 

It reported the matter to the Information 
Commissioner when it became aware. 

An internal investigation has found that 
some information collected as part of usual 
treatment was shared with the medical 
component manufacturer during a surveil¬ 
lance study. 

Chief executive Mark Brandreth said: 
“This is not acceptable and we will be writ¬ 
ing to those patients affected to apologise 
for processing data in this way. 

“The trust takes the protection of its pa¬ 
tients’ data extremely seriously and regrets 
this breach. A full investigation is under 
way to establish how it has occurred and 
ensure that measures are taken to prevent 
anything similar from happening in the fu¬ 
ture. 

“It is a patient’s right to decide how their 
data is used and therefore it is important 
for the trust to be clear whether a patient is 
happy for their data to continue to be pro¬ 
cessed in this way or whether they wish to 
withdraw from the study. 

“Once again I would wish to apologise to 
any patient affected.” 


A HUGE clean-up is continuing after 
Welshpool was hit by flash floods. 

Fire crews worked from early in the 
morning on Sunday to help residents on 
flooded streets. 

The town’s Victoria Memorial Hospital 
was badly hit, with birth services forced to 
close. 

The Powys Health Board said on Sunday: 
“The Welshpool area has experienced sig¬ 
nificant flash flooding, and unfortunately 
this has also affected some NHS services at 
Welshpool Hospital. 

“We have temporarily closed our birth 
centre, with midwifery cases being diverted 
to Newtown. Local women booked for de¬ 
livery this week in Welshpool are being 
contacted. 

“We have re-established a minor injuries 


service at the hospital in temporary alterna¬ 
tive accommodation.” 

The trust stressed that the hospital’s 
main ward was not affected by the floods. 

Welshpool County Councillor Graham 
Breeze said thousands of pounds of damage 
was caused to homes and said the storms 
were probably the worst in living memory. 

He said: “Properties in Bronybuckley es¬ 
tate and at the bottom of Gungrog Hill were 
hit as thousands of gallons of water simply 
proved too much for overworked drains. 

“I can’t speak highly enough of the in¬ 
credible response by the emergency ser¬ 
vices, particularly Welshpool fire crews. 
They responded magnificently to help avoid 
a more serious situation as the flash floods 
threatened lives and property. County 
council and town council staff also re¬ 


sponded brilliantly.” The councillor added 
that residents had been concerned for some 
time about blocked drains. 

He said: “As the Powys county councillor 
for the ward hit hardest by the flooding I 
shall be demanding to know the answers 
- having only recently been assured that 
there would never be a repeat of the flood¬ 
ing to hit the town’s hospital. 

“Residents have also been bombarding 
the council with complaints of blocked 
drains for a long time and are complaining 
to me that they are not happy with the re¬ 
sponses they received. 

“Following my request county council 
portfolio holder Phyl Davies has already 
instigated a full inquiry and no stone must 
go unturned.”

Builder hit 
with £200 
fine after 
fly-tipping 

A BUILDER who was caught dump¬ 
ing household rubbish in a lay-by has 
been hit with a fine by a local author¬ 
ity. 

The incident happened in a lay-by 
in Forden, near Welshpool, and was 
reported to Powys County Council by 
a member of the public. The authori¬ 
ty’s waste awareness and enforcement 
team investigated and intelligence 
that linked the waste to the offender 
was found amongst the four black 
bags. He was issued with a £400 fixed 
penalty notice, and accepted it, paying 
£200 as an early repayment option. 

The council has now issued seven 
fixed penalty notices for fly tipping 
since new regulations were approved 
by the Welsh Government in No¬ 
vember last year. Residents across 
the county are again being warned 
that the council is stepping up its 
enforcement activities, anyone found 
fly-tipping could be issued with a fixed 
penalty notice or prosecuted in more 
serious cases. Councillor Phyl Davies, 
cabinet member for recycling and 
waste, said: “We want to make Powys 
a welcoming place for our residents 
and visitors and this starts by having 
a clean environment. The majority of 
residents and businesses already re¬ 
cycling and dispose of their waste in 
the correct way. However, there are 
those who blight our communities 
with their selfish actions by fly-tip- 
ping their waste.”

A FUEL tanker containing thousands 
of pounds worth of diesel has been 
stolen from a quarry.

Arrests made and drugs 
seized in police raids

TWO people have been arrested 
and class A drugs seized in the 
latest County Lines raids. 

A dedicated team executed warrants 
at homes in Swan Lane and Castle 
Street, Oswestry, on Wednesday last 
week. 

At Swan Lane a 37-year-old woman was 
arrested in connection with possession of 
Class A drugs, while at Castle Street a teen¬ 
ager from Merseyside was also arrested for 
possession of Class A drugs. A phone and 
cash were also seized. 

The teenager was also wanted for an of¬ 
fence in Merseyside. 

Two adults were found to in possession 
of cannabis and will now be dealt with by 
police. 

County Lines involves city drug dealers 
exploiting young or vulnerable people to 
sell drugs in rural towns across the coun¬ 
try. Drug orders are placed by a dedicated 
mobile phone line. 

Last year a special team was set up to 
tackle local organised crime in the county. 

Police said that so far, the team has ar¬ 
rested more than 200 people. Class A drugs 
with a street value of almost £30,000, a 
cannabis factory worth £100,000 and al¬ 
most £35,000 of cash have also been seized 
by the team. 

The Wednesday raid was the latest suc¬ 
cess for the team. 

Police said that along with a significant 
number of arrests and drugs taken off the 
streets, more than 200 mobile phones have 
been seized and examined by police. 

Eleven guns have also been recovered by 
other police forces as a result of the team’s 
activity. 

Detective Inspector Pete Brophy, who is 
in charge of the Shrewsbury-based team, 
said: “Towns in Shropshire are no differ¬ 
ent to other rural towns across the country 
that have seen an increase in city drug deal¬ 
ers attempt to move their drug dealing into 
smaller county towns, known as county 
lines, and we want to send a strong mes¬ 
sage to them that they are not welcome in 
our county.” 


A RIDING for the disabled group 
is driving ahead with plans to help 
more children thanks to support 
from a business. 

The Montgomeryshire Riding 
for the Disabled Association group 
helps build social skills and con¬ 
fidence through learning to ride 
ponies which volunteers say has a 
positive effect on behaviour. 

Invertek Drives, which manufac¬ 
tures variable frequency drives at 
its global headquarters and man¬ 


ufacturing facility at Offa’s Dyke 
Business Park near Welshpool, has 
donated some funding to help the 
group expand. 

The group has been in existence 
since 1974 and in 2003 moved to a 
permanent base at Penycoed Sta¬ 
bles at Pant, near Llanymynech, 
under the guidance of June Little. 

It helps young people with phys¬ 
ical and mental health disabilities 
and forms part of the Riding for the 
Disabled Association which has a 


network of groups throughout the 
UK. 

The stables where the group 
is based now has indoor facilities 
which ensures sessions are not can¬ 
celled due to bad weather. The do¬ 
nation from Invertek Drives will go 
towards helping develop the group. 

Dr David Jones, director of in¬ 
novation at Invertek Drives, said: 
“It’s great to see the Montgomery¬ 
shire RDA making such a positive 
effect on young people in the area.”

Officers are issued 
with spit hoods 

SPIT hoods are being given to Dy- 
fed-Powys Police officers, who have 
been “subject to abuse”. 

There were 77 incidents in 2017, 
which has prompted the move. Cam¬ 
paign group Liberty has previously 
said the hoods were cruel and degrad¬ 
ing. The mesh fabric hoods, which are 
placed over the heads of suspects to 
prevent spitting or biting, will be used 
by officers in Carmarthenshire, Cere¬ 
digion, Pembrokeshire and Powys. 

Critics say they are distressing and 
humiliating, can cause panic in the de¬ 
tained person, and make it harder to 
notice if a prisoner is having difficulty 
breathing. Assistant Chief Constable 
Richard Lewis said spitting and biting 
can have “long term and distressing” 
implications for officers.

Jones has visited a new £375,000 
government-funded manufacturing 
facility. 

Zip Clip, which manufactures 
high specification suspension sys¬ 
tems for the electrical, mechanical,

M&S stores avoid the axe 
as company reorganises

SHROPSHIRE’S Marks & Spencer stores in Oswestry, Shrewsbury 
and Telford have avoided the axe - for now. 


The retailer plans to close 100 stores by 2022, accelerating a reorganisation that it says 
is “vital” for the retailer’s future. 

Of the 100 stores, 21 have already been shut and M&S has now revealed the location of 
14 further sites to close. The closures will affect its clothing and home stores, which have 
under-performed for several years. They include Walsall’s M&S shop, which is to close

“Where we have closed stores, we are 
seeing an encouraging number of custom¬ 
ers moving to nearby stores and enjoying 
shopping with us in a better environment, 
which is why we’re continuing to transform 
our estate with pace.”

Passengers 
'must be the

A POLITICIAN is hoping rail passengers 
on trains travelling from Wales into Shrop¬ 
shire will receive a “21st century” service 
after a contract to run the routes was 
handed to firms in France and Spain. 

After a long tendering process it was 
confirmed that French firm Keolis, and 
Spanish owned Amey have paid £5 billion 
to take over the running of train services 
from Wales to the West Midlands, which 
are currently run by Arriva Trains Wales. 

Shadow cabinet secretary for transport 
and AM for Montgomeryshire, Russell 
George, has long been pushing for major 
improvements to made along the line which 
serves Welshpool.

“As promised by the Cabinet Secretary 
last year, commuters will be expecting im¬ 
mediate improvements - quick wins - in 
their daily service including access to free 
Wi-Fi. 

“From the outset, we have been ada¬ 
mant that the priorities of Welsh passen¬ 
gers should be at the very heart of the new 
franchise.” 


through Shropshire include the Shrews¬ 
bury to Chester, Shrewsbury to Aberyst¬ 
wyth and Cardiff to Shrewsbury lines. 
The lines are used by passengers who use 
Gobowen Railway Station near Oswestry 
and Welshpool Railway Station. 

Services also connect the county to Wol¬ 
verhampton and Birmingham Interna¬ 
tional, via Telford. 

German-based Arriva announced last 
year it was to end its contract. 

Keolis/Amey already runs Greater Man¬ 
chester Metrolink and London’s Docklands 
Light Railway, among others. It beat Hong 
Kong-based MTR for the right to run the 
services for the next 15 years, starting on 
Monday. 

Full details of its plans for services in 
Shropshire and Wales will not be revealed 
until next month. 

Andy Milner, Amey’s chief executive, 
said: “While the proposed changes won’t 
happen overnight, the railway will be un¬ 
recognisable in five years thanks to the vi¬ 
sion of the Welsh Government.” 

He added they would focus on working 
with the government to transform the ex¬ 
isting infrastructure and introduce new 
trains to “significantly improve the pas¬ 
senger experience” as well as creating hun¬ 
dreds of new jobs and apprenticeships. 

Alistair Gordon, chief executive of Keolis 
UK, said it would be a transformative new 
rail service and see it combine its world¬ 
wide expertise in passenger operations with 
Amey’s “engineering excellence”. 

A statement by the Welsh Government, 
which awarded the contract, said: “Final 
tenders were received from three compa¬ 
nies in December 2017. One of those ten¬ 
ders was subsequently withdrawn and the 
two remaining bids were evaluated, with 
each bid being assessed for its quality, ro¬ 
bustness and ability to deliver.”

WORKING 
FOR YOU 


As we begin the 14 weeks of 
public consultation on the re¬ 
configuration of hospital care in 
Shropshire and Mid Wales this 
week, let’s use the ‘Future Fit’ 
process which is running it as 
a backdrop for consideration of 
NFIS funding. The reality is that 
there is an epic level of waste of 
money and clinical skills in our 
NFIS, and the reconfiguration of 
hospital care in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales is as good an exam¬ 
ple of ‘waste’ as anything I’ve 
ever seen in the NFIS. 

Anyone who has been in¬ 
volved in the structure of sec¬ 
ondary care has known of the 
fundamental changes that have 
happened over recent years - 
the new clinical skills and ther¬ 
apies which has meant special¬ 
isation. The result of amazing 
advances in knowledge and clin¬ 
ical skills have resulted in ever 
increasing population catchment 
areas for major hospitals. A pop¬ 
ulation of half a million people 
is necessary to support a major 
hospital today, and that’s a figure 
which is likely to rise. The popu¬ 
lation of Shropshire is only about 
450,000, with extension to take 
in Montgomeryshire increasing 
that figure to over half a million. 

We have known for decades 
that we would reach a position 
where two major hospitals are 
not remotely sustainable. The 
best solution (and the one I per¬ 
sonally favoured) was to build 
one new replacement hospital, 
but we have been forced to ac¬ 
cept that it’s unreasonably cost¬ 
ly - though not everyone does 
accept that! After detailed con¬ 
sideration of the financial impli¬ 
cations, it’s being recommended 
that, in effect, we reconfigure 
services to create ‘one’ hospital 
on two sites. 

The principle of reconfigura¬ 
tion is that ‘Emergency Care’ be 
delivered at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury and ‘Planned Care’ at the 
Princess Royal in Telford. 

The reality is that many mil¬ 
lions have been spent, at least 10 
years of time has passed while 
bureaucracy has failed to reach 
a decision, and highly skilled and 
committed clinicians have not 
been used to best effect for pa¬ 
tients. And this is just in Shrop¬ 
shire! As we celebrate 70 years 
since the NFIS was founded (led 
by a Welshman) I expect to see a 
major boost in funding. 

Personally, I’ve long support¬ 
ed investing £350 million more 
per week in the health and social 
care when we finally leave the 
European Union than we were 
investing on referendum day. But 
it must not be a ‘sticking plaster’ 
to avoid tackling waste.

BREEZE 
ABOUT TOWN 


Welshpool was hit by a spec¬ 
tacular thunder storm on Sunday 
morning causing freak flooding 
to sweep through the town’s 
Victoria Memorial Hospital and 
many homes causing road clo¬ 
sures and thousands of pounds 
worth of damage. 

The storm was probably the 
worst to be seen in living mem¬ 
ory, causing a repeat of the dev¬ 
astation of a few years ago when 
the Bull Dingle culvert failed to 
cope with the sudden deluge of 
water. 

The result was a “river” of wa¬ 
ter crashing through the hospital 
and closing the birthing and ac¬ 
cident and emergency depart¬ 
ments. 

Properties in Bronybuckley 
estate and at the bottom of Gun- 
grog Flill were also hit as thou¬ 
sands of gallons of water simply 
proved too much for overworked 
drains. 

I can’t speak highly enough of 
the incredible response by the 
emergency services, particularly 
Welshpool fire crews. 

They responded magnificently 
to help avoid a more serious sit¬ 
uation as the flash floods threat¬ 
ened lives and property. 

County council and town 
council staff also responded bril¬ 
liantly. 

But as the clean-up begins 
residents are quite rightly ask¬ 
ing questions and as the Powys 
County Councillor for the ward 
hit hardest by the flooding I shall 
be demanding to know the an¬ 
swers - having only recently 
been assured that there would 
never be a repeat of the flooding 
to hit the town’s hospital. 

The Bull Dingle culvert at the 
bottom of Borfa Green bank 
deals with millions of gallons of 
water during a year and for over 
12 months I have been high¬ 
lighting the dangers of anoth¬ 
er blockage after damage was 
caused. 

Residents have also been 
bombarding the council with 
complaints of blocked drains for 
a long time. 

And they are complaining to 
me that they are not happy with 
the responses that they have re¬ 
ceived. 

Following my request coun¬ 
ty council portfolio holder Phyl 
Davies has already instigated a 
full inquiry and no stone must go 
unturned. 

This must not be allowed to 
happen again. 

Organisers of Welshpool’s 
popular annual music festival are 
also to be praised for their deci¬ 
sion to call off Sunday’s event on 
safety grounds. 

A hard decision to have tak¬ 
en but one that made common 
sense. 


Crack team out tackling 


the menace of potholes

the road with the experts 
tasked with repairing 
thousands of potholes 

POTHOLE doesn’t really cover 
it, it’s more of a crater. About 
2ft long and four inches deep, 
and filled with cloudy rainwater 
seeping into the surface below. 

This eyesore at the edge of a coun¬ 
try lane in central Shropshire must 
have been the scourge of motorists 
for days. 

Carefully manipulating his joystick 
with the delicate precision of a keyhole 
surgeon, Gavin Andrew is the man 
tasked with repairing this ravaged road. 

A touch to the left, a little to the right, 
Gavin’s deft strokes control a large arm 
to the front of his truck, which begins the 
process by blasting the water out of the 
hole until it is dry enough to refill. 

A quick spray of hot tar, followed by 
a mixture of bitumen and aggregate, are 
poured in by remote control while Gavin 
drives his vehicle back and forth, to en¬ 
sure an equal spread. 

Finally, he smooths the surface using 
his truck’s built-in roller, and sprays 
some dry chippings on top to act as sur¬ 
face dressing. After about 10 minutes it’s 
job done, and Gavin, is off to his next job. 

“I probably fill about 100 to 150 pot¬ 
holes a day,” says Gavin, who lives in 
Shrewsbury, during his fleeting visit. “I 
will use about 10 tons of material every 
day.” 

Gavin’s Roadmaster truck is Shrop¬ 
shire highways team’s weapon of choice 
when it comes to repairing the count¬ 
less potholes which mar the county’s 


and people in the towns tend to demand 
a slightly higher standard of road sur¬ 
face,” he says. 

“But it’s ideal for the lanes, and a re¬ 
pair should last for up to five years.” 

In urban areas, it falls to the tradi¬ 
tional two-man crew to carry out the 
work, who like the Roadmaster opera¬ 
tors are given their programmes of work 
to carry out each day via a hand-held 
computer. 

“If somebody reports a pothole, it will 
be inspected by the council, who will 
take a photograph and usually paint a 
circle around it,” says Mr Busby. 

Size 

They will then prioritise it according 
to its size and depth, the amount of traf¬ 
fic and its effect on road safety, and de¬ 
tails of the job will then be passed on to 
the crews at Kier. 

Emergency repairs, such as when 
there is an immediate threat to road 
safety, are carried out straight away, 
while others are prioritised as needing 
to be done in five days, 20 days, or as 
part of a future planned maintenance 
programme. 

“If we are programmed to do it within 
five days, and we are a day over, the 
council will hit us with a financial pen¬ 
alty, so it is obviously important that we 
carry it out at the required time,” says 
Mr Busby, who is now responsible for 
training the road crews. 

Schemes manager John Flower says 
one of the biggest obstacles was getting 
the required permission to close the road 
while the work is carried out. 

“If it is an emergency, we can do 
it straight away, but if it is part of a 
planned programme we have to give 
three months’ notice.”

rural roads. The authority is about to 
take delivery of two new Roadmasters, 
which cost about £220,000 apiece. 

The Roadmaster is an impressive 
piece of kit which enables skilled op¬ 
eratives like Gavin to repair the roads 
in minutes without leaving his cab. 
Steaming hot tar is stored in a vat be¬ 
hind the cab, and the chippings are kept 
in a tank behind that. 

Blast 

Another tank provides a pressurised 
blast of air, and these are all controlled 
by a series of controls in the cab, which 
dispenses the appropriate mixture 
through the long arm at the front of the 
vehicle, which swings from side to side 
at the touch of a joystick. 

It is just as well that Gavin has such 


a clever piece of equipment at his dis¬ 
posal, as he and his colleagues have cer¬ 
tainly got their work cut out. 

In January alone, Shropshire Council 
received 1,200 reports of potholes. Last 
month, the council’s cabinet member 
for highways, Councillor Steve Daven¬ 
port, said he could never recall a time 
when the situation was so bad. 

“Many of our roads have been in a 
terrible state over the past few months 
following the severe winter weather,” 
he said. 

The Roadmaster is not the answer 
to all the problems with the county’s 
roads, but it is a big help, says Mark 
Busby, of Shropshire’s highway main¬ 
tenance contractor Kier. 

“It’s not so good for the urban roads, 
because it tends to hold the traffic up,

MORE than double the number of 
military veterans were treated at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital in the 
first three months of this year than in 
the whole of last year.

Lieutenant Colonel Carl Meyer, a 
surgeon at the orthopaedic hospital, 
said it had a proud military heritage 
from the time of Sir Robert Jones to 
today with service personnel being 
treated at the Midlands Centre for 
Spinal Injuries. 


Council to press ahead 
with housing review

COUNCILLORS have agreed to 
press ahead with a review of the 
future of more than 4,000 coun¬ 
cil houses which could see them 
sold off. 

Shropshire Council has stressed 
that the 4,200 tenants’ homes, in 
Bridgnorth and Oswestry, are not at 
risk - but the authority has been in¬ 
vestigating the “future management” 
of the homes, including the possibility 
of selling them to another organisa¬ 
tion, since March last year. 

The review was expected to have been 
completed earlier this year, however the 
council agreed to ask consultants Savills to 
do more work on the options. 

At the latest meeting of Shropshire 
Council’s cabinet the findings of the review 
were shared in a behind-closed-doors ses¬ 
sion - although they remain confidential 
- and councillors said they were happy for 
it to continue. Councillor Dean Carroll, 
Shropshire Council’s deputy cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, said: “A review by property 
expert, Savills to explore the future man¬ 
agement of the council’s 4,200 homes was 
considered by cabinet. 

“The findings from this review were 
noted and a decision was made to progress 
with this work to ensure that we have 
enough of the right housing for the people 
of Shropshire, both now and in the future.” 
Councillor Carroll also reiterated the coun¬ 
cil’s message that tenants do not face losing 
their homes. He said: “We know that our 
tenants’ homes are important to them and 
we want to reassure them that their homes 
are not at risk.”

Countdown 
starts for 
new Youth 
Parliament 

THE countdown is underway to the 
establishment of a new Welsh Youth 
Parliament to reflect and represent 
the voices and opinions of young peo¬ 
ple in Wales. 

The Llywydd of the National As¬ 
sembly for Wales, Elin Jones, has an¬ 
nounced the voter registration drive 
for the inaugural election will start 
today (Thursday). 

There will be 60 Welsh Youth Par¬ 
liament Members. 

Forty will be elected via First Past 
the Post through an electronic voting 
system in each of the 40 electoral con¬ 
stituencies in Wales. Twenty will be 
returned by partner organisations to 
ensure the representation of diverse 
groups of young people. 

All young people in Wales, between 
the ages of 11 and up to 18, can take 
part by registering to vote in the on¬ 
line election which will be over three 
weeks in November. 

The very first meeting of the Welsh 
Youth Parliament will be held in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Elin Jones said: “As a nation com¬ 
mitted to the United Nations Con¬ 
vention on the Rights of the Child, 
implementing such an ambitious 
project is a significant development 
for Wales and it is our privilege as a 
National Parliament to deliver this 
commitment. 

“Article 12 of that Convention of 
the Rights of the Child sets out the 
right of children and young people to 
express an opinion and to have that 
opinion taken into account when de¬ 
cisions are being made on any matter 
that affects them. In the context of 
our work as a legislature, establishing 
the Youth Parliament ensures that we 
are discharging out duties to the vot¬ 
ers of today and tomorrow.” 


Former Co-op Bank to 
be sold at auction in city

THE former Co-op Bank build¬ 
ing in Oswestry town centre has 
been put up for sale by auction 
with a guide price of £100,000. 

The 1,700 sq ft building, which 
closed in 2016, will feature in the next 
Pugh property auction in Manchester 
on Thursday next week, along with 
several other former retail bank prop¬ 
erties as branches continue to close 
down on high streets across the coun¬ 
try. 

The Co-op Bank said that the increased 
take up of digital banking services had been 
a factor in the decision to close its Oswestry 
branch. 

Paul Thompson, managing director of 
Pugh auction house, said: “We have seen 
a number of former banks coming to the 
room, in both our North West and York¬ 
shire auctions, as our banking clients 
review their property portfolios and re¬ 
quirements going forward. 

“The bank properties tend to be in prom¬ 
inent town centre locations and, in many 
cases, are very impressive buildings in 
their own right with good opportunities 
for either redevelopment or change of use. 
Recent auctions have seen strong demand 
based on these factors and we expect to 
be offering quite a few over the coming 
months.” Established 26 years ago, Pugh 
was acquired by property consultant Eddi- 
sons in 2016 and now has a team of around 
40 staff. The firm’s next property auctions 
will take place at the AJ Bell Stadium in 
Manchester on Thursday next week and at 
Elland Road football ground in Leeds on 
Tuesday next week.

Fire bosses 
mount legal 
challenge 
on takeover 

A DECISION to allow West Mercia’s 
Police and Crime Commissioner to 
takeover Shropshire’s fire service 
could face a legal challenge. 

Shropshire and Wrekin Fire and 
Rescue Authority has voted to seek 
leave for a judicial review of the de¬ 
cision, which was taken in March by 
former Home Secretary Amber Rudd. 

It says the proposal put forward by 
police and crime commissioner (PCC) 
John Campion used misleading in¬ 
formation, particularly in regard to 
cost-saving claims. 

The fire authority also claims Ms 
Rudd was wrong to say an independ¬ 
ent assessment of Mr Campion’s 
business case had found the proposed 
takeover would not affect public 
safety. 

Leaders say an independent report 
identified three potential public safety 
issues and Ms Rudd should have con¬ 
sidered three key issues in Mr Campi¬ 
on’s original business case separately 
rather than as a single issue. 

Mr Campion had argued that if he 
took over the role of the fire author¬ 
ity, it would improve efficiency and 
cut costs. 

The fire authority’s vice-chairman, 
Councillor Keith Roberts, said: “The 
authority strongly believes that peo¬ 
ple were misled by the PCC’s con¬ 
sultation questionnaire because it 
claimed switching control of the fire 
service to the PCC would result in 
savings of £4 million and that this 
claim influenced the way people voted. 

“We very much regret having to 
take this action but we have been left 
with no choice.” 

Mr Campion said that putting him 
in charge of governance of the fire ser¬ 
vice would deliver the “best results” 
for the people of Shropshire.

He said racism of any kind is not accept¬ 
able and insisted Welshpool is a town that 
welcomes any person from any race. 

He said: “I am really appalled to hear this 
has happened, it is disgusting. Any racist 
behaviour like this is disgusting. 

“I feel for the poor victim, she is only an 
11-year-old girl. 

“That is not on and we will in no way tol¬ 
erate this at all in Welshpool. 

“I am totally disgusted with it, and who¬ 
ever these thugs are then I hope they are 
dealt with appropriately by the police.” 

The town mayor is hoping that the inci¬ 
dent, which happened at around 5.30pm on 
May 12, is an isolated one, and not some¬ 
thing that is regularly happening in the 
area. 

He added: “We are the gateway to Wales 
and we welcome anyone from any back¬ 
ground, and we cannot put up with this.”

Here visitors got an overview 
of James’s farm business consisting 
of two units, a 180-cow spring-calving 
herd and a 120-cow autumn-calving 
herd both producing quality maternal 
high health status breeding stock and 
bulls finished in a semi intensive sys¬ 
tem. James Daniel, founder of Preci¬ 
sion Grazing, hosted a short talk and 
explained the increased performance 
that can be achieved from better man¬ 
aged grassland and the Kiwitech graz¬ 
ing system on the farm.

DEMAND for good quality agri¬ 
cultural land and farms remains 
strong in Montgomeryshire, with 
recent sales seeing a good level 
of interest, according to one of 
the region’s chartered surveyors 
and estate agents. 

The demand is mirrored in the price 
for land, with a recent auction in north 
Powys seeing prime grassland reach¬ 
ing £9,500 an acre, said Jonathan Ev¬ 
ans, a partner at Morris, Marshall and 
Poole with Norman Lloyd. 

“The start to 2018 has seen significantly 
more land coming on to the market, along 
with some prime farms. 

“Demand is also high and in addition to 
interest in the property we are marketing, 
we are seeing a rise in enquiries for grass¬ 
land and farms throughout the Mid Wales 
region and into Shropshire and other 
neighbouring areas,” he said. 

A recent auction at Llangadfan, near Lla- 
nfair Caereinion, saw significant interest 
for nearly 50 acres of roadside land with an 
agricultural building and concreted yards.

CURLEWS and lapwings are 
vanishing from the countryside 
at an alarming rate - but there 
are many people who hold them 
dear, a wildlife group has said.

More 
volunteers are needed to help 
complete the fieldwork - it’s a 
simple survey, ideal for beginner 
and expert birdwatchers alike.

^Wetlands work 
is commended 
by the experts 

NATURAL Resources Wales’s work to re¬ 
store lowland wetlands in North Wales has 
been selected as a “Best Nature” project in 
Europe. 

Competing against projects from all 
other EU countries for the LIFE Nature 
programme awards, restoration work on 
the Pen Llyn and Anglesey Fens has been 
called “inspirational” and “pioneering” by 
the award judges. 

One of Europe’s largest wetland resto¬ 
ration projects, some 751 hectares of fen 
habitat - a special type of rare wetland fed 
by mineral-rich water - has been restored 
over the five years of the project. 

Working with local landowners, the fens 
have been transformed so that they, once 
again, lock in carbon that would otherwise 
be released into the atmosphere contribut¬ 
ing to climate change. They also harbour 
a wealth of rare wildlife - from birds such 
as curlew and golden plover to dragonflies 
and damselflies, rare marsh plants and 
blankets of flower meadows. 

The restored fens also help store water 
which can reduce the risk of flooding in 
lower lying areas, help purify water sup¬ 
plies and are great places to visit to enjoy 
nature at its best. Justin Hanson, who 
managed the Llyn and Anglesey Fens Pro¬ 
ject said: “Restoring peatlands is essential 
and brings multiple benefits to society.” 

Sufferers of 
dementia ‘need 
more support’ 

DEMENTIA sufferers deserve more sup¬ 
port, the chairman of a campaign group in 
Shropshire has said. 

George Rook attacked a lack of help for 
people who fall into a “wilderness of fear”. 

And he identified a postcode lottery that 
means people suffering from the condition 
in the Shropshire Council area have access 
to fewer services than those in Telford & 
Wrekin. 

Mr Rook, of Shropshire Telford and Wre¬ 
kin Dementia Action Alliance, has asked 
for more backing from Shropshire Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group and Shropshire 
Council. 

He made his call during Dementia Week. 
He said: “Some 3,700 people in Shrop¬ 
shire live with dementia. More than 2,000 
live in their own homes - 67 per cent have 
a diagnosis. 

“For the younger and fitter people there 
is almost no support. 

“And what there is is broadly not what 
people living with dementia want or choose. 

“Peer support groups, led by and at¬ 
tended by people living with dementia, and 
others for carers, are key to well being and 
therefore health. 

“But these groups need a small resource 
to initiate them and keep them going.” 

He added: “This is not available, so there 
are just three such groups for people living 
with dementia in Shrewsbury, Oswestry 
and Market Drayton - and none elsewhere 
- run by volunteers without any funding 
or support.” 

Volunteer group 
raises over £20k 

A GROUP of volunteers in Shropshire cel¬ 
ebrated a successful first year of fundrais¬ 
ing for dementia research by visiting a lab¬ 
oratory to see the kind of pioneering work 
they are helping to fund. 

The members of the Alzheimer’s Re¬ 
search UK Shropshire Fundraising Group, 
who have raised more than £20,000, en¬ 
joyed a tour of a laboratory at Aston Uni¬ 
versity as part of their first anniversary 
celebrations, which coincided with Demen¬ 
tia Action Week. 

Their top fundraising events included 
an open garden event which raised more 
than £3,500, an open day at Stokesay Court 
which raised £1,000 and events at Salop 
Leisure, near Shrewsbury, which raised 
nearly £2,000. 

They even had a Stars Wars stormtrooper 
join them at a collection at Sainsbury’s in 
Oswestry, which helped them raise more 
than £500. 

The fundraisers recently turned New¬ 
port town centre orange with a collection 
supported by local businesses which decked 
out their shop fronts in the charity’s main 
colour. 


WILDLIFE is in danger because of emissions 
from large chicken farms, according to boss¬ 
es at nature organisation Shropshire Wildlife 
Trust. 

Robin Mager, planning officer at the trust, 
said the county is the “national capital” for 
chicken farms following a series of applications 
for new units. 

He said: “Shropshire and Herefordshire are 
a hot spot. 

“They’re the national capital for chicken 
farms. 

“There’s more here than anywhere else in 
the country. 

“Individually they perhaps aren’t so much of 
a problem but because we have so many that’s 
where we get concerns.

THE latest technology is being em¬ 
braced to tackle emissions from 
poultry farms in Shropshire, accord¬ 
ing to the National Farmers’ Union. 

The news comes after Shropshire Wild¬ 
life Trust said the county’s wildlife is in 
danger because of the farms. 

Sarah Faulkner, NFU West Midlands en¬ 
vironment and rural affairs adviser, said the 
poultry sector had reduced emissions by more 
than 20 per cent. 

She said: “We have seen diversification into 
poultry production in response to growing de¬ 
mand for poultry meat and eggs across the UK 
as people look for affordable, nutritious, trace¬ 
able food - produced to the highest standards. 

“Despite there now being more poultry busi¬ 
nesses in Shropshire and more birds, the poul¬ 
try sector has already reduced its emissions by 
more than 20 per cent and farmers take their 
environmental footprint very seriously. 

Embracing 

“They are embracing the latest technology 
to cut ammonia emissions, looking at bird diet 
and using poultry litter more effectively, among 
other measures. Much is often made of the im¬ 
pact poultry units have on the environment but 
larger chicken farms are regulated by the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency. 

“Newly built sites incorporate the latest de¬ 
signs for heating, ventilation, insulation, con¬ 
trols and feeding all of which make poultry 
farming a truly modern and efficient industry 
operating to high standards, with a low carbon 
foot print. Farming operates within increas¬ 
ingly competitive and volatile food markets and 
farmers need to ensure they have resilient busi¬ 
nesses for the future. To achieve this, Shrop¬ 
shire farmers need to be able to modernise and 
diversify their holdings and make the most of 
their land, as well as to ensure the unique coun¬ 
tryside continues to be well managed. 

“Farmers and growers are busy planting and 
managing hedges, sowing flower habitat for 
pollinators and have other schemes in place 
designed to enhance the farmed environment; 
in the free range egg sector alone, thousands 
of trees have been planted for poultry flocks to 
range around. Growth in the egg and chicken 
sector is forecast to continue and new modern 
poultry units in Shropshire are essential - they 
enable farmers to expand production, meet de¬ 
mand and stave off our reliance on foreign, less 
regulated, imports.”

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"Bypass ‘should 
be named after 
landmark tree’ 


Commissioner welcomes move to give 
police extra protection over vehicle pursuits 


ONE of the campaigners who fought to 
save an ancient oak tree from the path of 
the bulldozer is urging people to back a 
campaign for the bypass that could have 
uprooted it to be named in its honour. 

The Brimmon Oak, thought to be 1,000 
years old, would have been perilously close 
to the road and may not have survived 
work to build the much needed Newtown 
bypass. 

Mervyn Lloyd Jones, on whose land the 
tree sits, and Rob McBride from Ellesmere, 
known as ‘The Tree Hunter’ battled to 
have the line of the A483 bypass moved to 
avoid damaging the roots of the oak. 

After discussions with contractors and 
Welsh Government officials the tree, which 
became known as the Brimmon Oak, was 
saved and the route of the trunk road 
moved. 

They have started an online petition to 
get the bypass named the Newtown Brim¬ 
mon Oak Bypass but say they would like to 
have more signatures. 

Mr McBride, who is currently walking 
parts of Offa’s Dyke in the hunt for ancient 
trees, said the petition currently had 171 
signatures. 

The petition is on the Welsh Assembly 
website. Mr McBride said: “We want peo¬ 
ple to keep signing the petition. This is a 
fantastic tree.” 

Narrowboat 
gets a lift for 
essential work 

A NARROWBOAT has been lifted from 
a canal ready for essential maintenance 
work. 

The 12-seater boat, named after canal 
engineer George Watson Buck, was care¬ 
fully hoisted out of the Llanymynech Canal 
Wharf ready for some much needed TLC. 

The work was funded by several local 
charities. 

Brian Lawson of Llanymynech Canal 
Wharf said: “The lift and maintenance is 
being financed by generous donations from 
the Tirgwynt Wind Farm Community 
Grant, The Inland Waterways Association, 
The Friends of the Montgomery Canal and 
the Shropshire Canal Society. 

“We would like to thank them for their 
support, we are very grateful.” 

The narrowboat is operated by the vis¬ 
itor centre and is run by local volunteers 
every Sunday and bank holiday Monday, 
from Easter to September. 

The boat was named after an engineer 
who worked on the Montgomery Canal in 
the early 19th century, and was responsible 
for creating the unique lock paddle design. 

Currently, only 30-minute boat trips 
are available on a 600-metre stretch of 
the canal, with plans underway to link the 
canal to the main network. 

Restoration efforts are forging ahead to 
complete this link which will complete the 
England to Wales section. 

The team at Llanymynech Wharf hope 
to be able to offer longer trips in the near 
future. 

Baby movement 
focus of contest 

THE trust running Shropshire’s two main 
hospitals has launched a competition to 
raise awareness of foetal movement in 
pregnancy. 

The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust (SaTH) says women, nation¬ 
ally and locally, have called for more infor¬ 
mation about their babies’ movements and 
the importance of any changes. 

To help spread the message, SaTH will 
be redesigning the front cover of the ma¬ 
ternity handheld records - a folder which 
is given to all pregnant women at their first 
antenatal appointment. The trust is ask¬ 
ing youngsters across Shropshire, Telford 
& Wrekin and Mid Wales to come up with 
the design. The competition is aimed at 
anyone who believes they have the skill to 
make an eye-catching picture which will re¬ 
mind women and their families to be aware 
and monitor how their baby moves. Jill 
Whitaker, matron for consultant unit ma¬ 
ternity services, said: “We are launching 
this project because it is extremely impor¬ 
tant to us that women and their families 
recognise the importance of their babies’ 
movements during pregnancy.” 


GREATER legal protection for police officers 
involved in car chases has been welcomed by 
the Shropshire’s police and crime commission¬ 
er. 

The government is planning to change the 
law so that the training given to officers in¬ 
volved in high-speed pursuits is taken into ac¬ 
count. 

Under the current law, the same legal test 
for careless and dangerous driving offences is 
applied to police officers and the general public. 

Police have raised concerns that officers have 
to rely on prosecutors’ discretion to avoid crim¬ 
inal charges, and face lengthy watchdog inves¬ 
tigations and suspension from duty, only to be 
cleared eventually. 

John Campion, West Mercia’s police and

crime commissioner, said the changes will offer 
greater protection to police pursuit drivers. 

He said: “I believe strongly in giving our po¬ 
lice the tools to do their jobs more effectively 
and this is an example of that. 

“The government has listened to our police 
and come up with a common sense solution that 
will benefit all parties. 

“Police pursuit drivers are highly trained and 
exceptionally skilled. 

“I hope this change will give officers the con¬ 
fidence to do their jobs even more effectively. I 
also hope it shows how much we all value their 
work to keep us safe, which I have worked to 


highlight through my #BehindTheBadge cam¬ 
paign.” 

Announcing the changes policing minister 
Nick Hurd said: “People must be able to go 
about their daily lives without fear of harass¬ 
ment or attack and criminals must not think 
they can get away with a crime by riding or 
driving in a certain way or on a certain type 
of vehicle. 

“Our proposed changes will make sure that 
skilled police drivers who follow their rigorous 
training are protected, while ensuring the mi¬ 
nority of officers who do cross the line are ro¬ 
bustly held to account.” 

The Police Federation of England and Wales 
(PFEW) cautiously welcomed the announce¬ 
ment - pointing out that it had been calling 


for reforms for years. Ministers launched a re¬ 
view of the legislation, guidance and practice 
surrounding police pursuits in September. The 
issue came under the spotlight after a rise in 
the number of reported offences perpetrated by 
criminals on mopeds and scooters, particularly 
in urban centres. 

All emergency services, including police, are 
exempt from speed limit, traffic light and sign 
violations when undertaking a 999 response. 

But concerns remain over the fact they cur¬ 
rently face the same legal test for careless and 
dangerous driving as the public. 

Under the Government’s proposals, police 
drivers would be subject to a separate test when 
determining whether they should face action 
after incidents.

WATER company Severn Trent, 
which serves millions of customers 
across the Midlands and Mid Wales, 
has unveiled a £100 million invest¬ 
ment drive. 

It comes as the business confirmed a 
surge in its turnover and profits for its 
latest financial year. 

The business’s turnover for the year to 
March 31, 2018 increased to £1.69 billion, up 
from £1.63 billion in 2017, while pre-tax profits 
also rose from £520.1 million to £541 million. 

The firm said the £100 million investment, 
which has been generated from savings, would 
go towards a number of initiatives. 

This includes 20,000 extra pressure monitors 
in its network of pipes, which means that leaks 
and bursts can be spotted more quickly. 

It also intends to create a new technical 
training academy, which will help to train and 
create the engineers and leaders of the future. 

Flooding 

Severn Trent added that sewer flooding was 
down 34 per cent, water quality complaints de¬ 
creased 12 per cent and serious pollution inci¬ 
dents plummeted 71 per cent. 

However, the company added that there was 
a “disappointing” performance on supply inter¬ 
ruptions. 

Last year a burst water pipe caused chaos in 
Telford, leaving thousands without water. 

Severn Trent worked round the clock after 
homes and businesses were affected by the 
burst, which left much of the Telford area south 
of the M54 with either no water, low pressure 
or a murky supply. 

As a result, water distribution points were 
set up at Tesco car park in Madeley and the 
Museum of the Gorge in Ironbridge. 

Sarah Bentley, Severn Trent chief customer 
officer, said: “We are always very sorry for the 
problems faced by our customers, including 
those in Telford. We know how difficult it can 
be without water. 

“The problem in Telford was a particularly 
very tricky situation to sort. Forty trees had 
to be cut back and we faced a huge amount of 
rainfall. All our customers were compensated 
fairly and these penalties result in lower bills 
in the longer term.” 

The Environment Agency has warned people 
need to use less water and companies must curb 
leaks to prevent future water shortages and 
damage to rivers and wildlife. 


BOWLERS in a village near Oswestry are 
quids in thanks to a bequest fund. 

Llanymynech Bowling Club members re¬ 
cently received a cash boost from the Mary Hi¬ 
gnett Bequest Fund, which is administered by 
Oswestry Rotary Club. 

A rotary club spokesman said: “Although 
originally sited elsewhere in the village, Llan¬ 
ymynech Bowling Club (LBC) has been on the 
King George V playing field on Station Road in 


the village for over 80 years living under a cov¬ 
enant restricting their buildings to temporary 
wooden structures and not permanent bricks 
and mortar. 

“LBC now has around 50 active members 
and throughout the year welcomes upwards of 
800 members, competitors and visitors alike to 
the club from around the region. 

“The recent demise of the club’s dilapidated 
second hand toilet facilities was therefore of 


urgent concern to club members who did not 
have the resources to finance such a rebuild. 

“An application to The Mary Hignett Be¬ 
quest Fund proved successful with a grant ap¬ 
proved to meet a large part of the costs of the 
toilet refurbishment.” 

Oswestry Rotary Club president David 
Davies said: “It has been a pleasure to work 
with Llanymynech Bowling Club on this pro¬ 
ject.”

OSWESTRY’S North Shropshire College re¬ 
cently hosted a visit from French based teach¬ 
er, Sandra Devecchi, from Beaulieu-Lavacant 
College, near Toulouse in France. 

Sandra came to the college to understand 
how the its teaches English as a foreign lan¬ 
guage and to help assist with her own teaching 
practice. 

Her programme for the week included work¬ 
ing with tutors who teach functional English to 
Polish and Bulgarian migrant workers, as well 
as engaging with the more traditional English 


lessons taught by tutors at North Shropshire 
College. 

The most memorable part of the experience 
for Sandra however was working with tutors 
who teach English for Speakers of Other Lan¬ 
guages (ESOL) to Syrian refugees.

Roger Whitting was left stranded in hospital because of an ambulance mix-up 


A DISABLED man spent three days 
“trapped” in hospital because of a row over 
who would pay for his transfer home. 

Roger Whitting from Oswestry was taken 
to an accident and emergency department 
across the Welsh border after fears he may 
have suffered a stroke. After a night in 
the Wrexham Maelor Hospital on Sunday, 
May 20, Mr Whitting, full of praise for his 
treatment, was discharged. But disabled 
following an accident in 2013 he needed an 
ambulance to get him home. He was then 
stranded because of a mix-up over NHS 
rules over who pays for cross-border ambu¬ 
lances at weekends. 

He said: “I understand that the hospital 
contacted the Welsh Ambulance Service 
and was told it wasn’t able to transfer pa¬ 
tients across the border to England on Sun¬ 
days - while the English ambulance said it 
was not able to cross to Wales to pick up 
a patient. I couldn’t believe it and neither 
could the staff. 

“One was so frustrated she went outside 
where three Welsh ambulances were sit¬ 
ting empty as it was a quiet day and asked 
if they could quickly take me home. They 
said their hands were tied.” 

Mr Whitting, 61, spent the Sunday night 
in hospital hoping the problem would be 
solved by the Monday morning. 

He said: “It was no better. It seemed no- 
one was prepared to foot the bill to get me 
home. I felt trapped in a bed in the hospital 
when I was medically fit to go home. 


“The care I have from the paramedics, 
ambulance staff and everyone at the hospi¬ 
tal was first class and couldn’t be faulted.” 

Mr Whitting was eventually found an 
ambulance to take him home three days 
after he was declared fit to leave hospital. 

Dr Julie Davies, director of performance 
and delivery at Shropshire Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group, said: “We are sorry that 
this patient experienced a delay in getting 
home from hospital as Shropshire CCG 
has arrangements in place for this type of 
non-emergency patient transport service. 

“Wrexham Maelor Hospital should have 
contacted the Welsh Ambulance Service to 
collect the patient and then it would have 
simply been a case that the CCG would be 
recharged for the journey and would pay 
the associated bill. If the Welsh Ambulance 
Service were unable to take the patient 
home, then Wrexham Maelor Hospital 
should have contacted Falck, which is the 
non-emergency patient transport service 
provider for Shropshire patients.” 

A Welsh Ambulance Service spokes¬ 
man said: “WAST are not commissioned 
by BCUHB to provide discharge services 
from Wrexham on a Sunday. The patient 
is a Shropshire resident and is registered 
with an English GP. Shropshire CCG is re¬ 
sponsible for commissioning Mr Whitting’s 
transport. Shropshire CCG were unable to 
accommodate the request in a timely man¬ 
ner so BCUHB commissioned WAST to un¬ 
dertake the journey.” 


Nurses 'won't 
be forced into 
private sector' 


WALES’S First Minister has stated 
no nursing staff at a renal unit in Mid 
Wales will be forced into the private 
sector despite a review taking place 
about privatising the NHS service. 

A review has been ongoing for months 
about services at Welshpool’s Victoria Memo¬ 
rial Hospital renal unit, which are run by the 
Betsi Cadwaladr University Health Board. 

The board is looking at privatising jobs of nurs¬ 
ing staff in units in Welshpool, Wrexham, Bangor 
and Porthmadog, and nurses in the town chal¬ 
lenged First Minister Carwyn Jones to have a say 
on the plans. 

He has previously stated he is against privatising 
the NHS, and when speaking on the matter during 
a trip to Welshpool last week, he said: “What I can 
say is that no member of staff will be forced into 
the private sector, it is important to state that.” 

Plaid Cymru and Welshpool county councillor 
Graham Breeze have joined forces to oppose the 
plans. 

Councillor Breeze has attempted to contact the 
First Minister and the health board, however is yet 
to receive a response from them. 

However he was left bemused by the minister’s 
comments during his visit to the town, and has 
called for further clear cut assurances to be given 
to staff 

He said: “It is interesting he has said that but 
what happens to them if it is privatised, what hap¬ 
pens to the staff then because clearly it is being 
talked about? 

“I am confused by what he has said there, I don’t 
see how he can say that.

“It isn’t good at all that staff haven’t been told 
anything like this officially, and that is something 
that needs to be done. 

“The unit is essential for Welshpool, and cur¬ 
rently it is a ridiculous situation that the staff are 
in. 

“It isn’t just Welshpool that benefits from the 
unit, people come in from all over the county. 

“Dialysis staff are in need of clear assurances of 
what is happening, no one knows what is going on.” 

A spokesman for the health board has said a 
decision on the outcome of the review should be 
available in the summer. 

He said: “We are working with our patients, staff 
and partners to evaluate a number of options for 
the way these services can be delivered in future. 

“All options include new facilities and equipment 
being provided for service users and we aim to pres¬ 
ent these to the board in the summer.” 

Meanwhile, Carwyn Jones said during his visit to 
Powys last week that rolling out superfast broad¬ 
band to 96 per cent of rural Mid Wales and seeing 
the Newtown Bypass finally being constructed have 
been two of the stand-out moments of his time in 
the role. 

Mr Jones, who has been the First Minister in 
Wales since 2009, last month announced his inten¬ 
tion to stand down from the role. 

He said: “The broadband scheme has been some¬ 
thing that has been hugely beneficial for areas of 
Mid Wales to get them connected. 

“The bypass getting underway has been another 
good moment, and it will improve the area mas¬ 
sively.” 


Plans laid out to ensure Wales 
leads the way in electric car use 


NEW proposals have been an¬ 
nounced to boost the use of 
electric vehicles across Wales 
by Montgomeryshire Assembly 
Member, Russell George. 

Speaking at the Welsh Con¬ 
servative Conference, Mr George, 
who is also Shadow Cabinet Sec¬ 
retary for Economy & Transport, 
welcomed an “exciting new fron¬ 
tier” in transport technology, 
and called for Wales to lead the 
way in its ongoing development. 

To ensure that Wales becomes 


a leading nation in the adoption 
of this new technology, Welsh 
Conservatives are proposing 
the introduction of two new key 
policy measures in order to help 
Wales take advantage of electric 
vehicle technology. 

The policy measures include 
the roll-out of 10,000 electric 
vehicle charging points across 
Wales by 2030. And they also in¬ 
clude the creation of a centre for 
excellence and research into en¬ 
ergy storage and transportation, 


comprising Welsh universities 
and the private sector. 

Mr George said: “Electric car 
usage is growing in Wales, and 
will become increasingly more 
important in light of ambitious 
UK Government targets to see 
our roads free of petrol and die¬ 
sel cars by 2040. In Wales, there 
has been a lack of national lead¬ 
ership and a disappointing level 
of infrastructure to assist in the 
day to day practicalities of own¬ 
ing electric vehicles.” 


Views sought 

SHROPSHIRE Council’s adult social care team has launched a 
survey to ask people across the county about the services and 
activities that help them stay independent for longer. 

Also known as ‘preventative’ services, these could include ser¬ 
vices that provide or signpost people to information, practical 
support a person receives in their home, helping with shopping 
and assistance with welfare benefits 

It could also feature support and advice a person receives 
through community programmes such as the “good neighbour” 
scheme and specialist advice and support services, such as those 
for people with autism, sight loss or people who are at risk of 
being homeless. 


on adult care 

The survey forms part of a review of the preventative services 
funded by the council’s adult social care team, as well as other 
voluntary, community and housing organisations. 

The survey only takes between five to 10 minutes to complete, 
and asks questions such as how and where a person searches for 
information and advice, the types of services they use, whether 
the service helped meet their needs and what kind of barriers 
they face in trying to find help and support. 

Lee Chapman, Shropshire Council’s cabinet member for 
health, adult social care and housing, said: “We have been 
working closely with our colleagues in the voluntary, commu¬ 
nity and housing sector, to plan how these services will look in

the future. However, it is also really important that we hear 
from people who may use these types of services, and of course 
their carers. 

“This will ensure those services we commission in the future 
meet the needs of individuals and carers to support them to 
remain healthy, safe and as independent as they can be. By pro¬ 
viding the right kind of preventative service we can enable peo¬ 
ple to remain in their own home and require less, if any, ‘formal’ 
support and care services.”

A PROPERTY in Shropshire has been rec¬ 
ognised as an example of architectural ex¬ 
cellence, after winning a renowned Royal 
Institute of British Architects award. 

The modern new build is one of seven 
properties chosen from across the West 
Midlands to receive the distinguished prize. 

However, the specific location of the 
property remains a secret after the owner 
requested the project remained exclusive. 

The architects behind the modern new 
build, Gregory Phillips Architects, de¬ 
scribed the design as “an exemplary design 
consisting of a 1,200 square metre new- 
build contemporary detached home set 
within an inspirational 20-acre rural site.” 

Built to replicate a typical English coun¬ 
try house, the family home centres around 
four two story pavilions in a pin-wheel for¬ 
mation.

100-metre long canal flanked by monolithic 
brickwork walls, a semi enclosed entrance 
courtyard, a car-port, garage, outbuildings 
and a five a side pitch and a tennis court. 

To top it all off, the interiors were also 
designed by Gregory Phillips interior de¬ 
sign team. 

The property will now go on to be consid¬ 
ered for the highly regarded RIBA national 
awards. 

Village marks 
war poet links 

SHROPSHIRE war poet Wilfred Owen has 
been honoured as part of a refurbishment 
of a village hall in an Oxfordshire village to 
which he has strong associations. 

Eye and Dunsden Village Hall was of¬ 
ficially reopened by South Oxfordshire 
District Council chairwoman Jeannette 
Matelot following a £400,000 revamp 
which has taken four years. 

Oswestry-born Owen, who was killed 
in action in 1918, lived and worked in 
Dunsden, which is about three miles from 
Reading, between 1911 and 1913. His links 
have been researched by locals and led to 
the creation of a Wilfred Owen in Dunsden 
group. 

Owen was a lay assistant to the parish 
priest, and taught at the village school, 
which is now the village hall. 

Refreshments at the ceremony included 
Wilfred’s Mild, a limited-edition ale brewed 
by a local brewery and named after Owen. 

A plaster bust of the poet and a sculp¬ 
ture depicting his soldier’s cap, medal and 
service revolver were unveiled by Henley 
MP John Howell and 94-year-old Jean 
Eastwood, who was first to research the 
village’s connections to the poet. 

Sculptor Anthony Padgett read out two 
of Owen’s works called The Letter and The 
Last Laugh.

Universities 
report a dip 
in numbers 

FIVE universities in Wales have seen a 
drop in the number of students enrolling 
by up to a quarter over the last three years. 

Both Aberystwyth University and Glyn- 
dwr University in Wrexham, which attract 
scores of students from Mid Wales and the 
West Midlands, have seen student numbers 
drop by 24 per cent in the past three years. 

Senior figures have said they are in a 
competitive market where removing a 
cap on student numbers in England had a 
knock-on effect. 

Dr David Blaney, chief executive of the 
Higher Education Funding Council for 
Wales, said: “Universities in Wales are part 
of a market, predominantly with England - 
but actually UK - and internationally and 
it’s a very competitive market. 

“So what we have seen particularly in 
England is removal of constraints on stu¬ 
dent numbers which means that some in¬ 
stitutions in England - the stronger ones in 
the market in particular - have grown and 
that’s had a knock-on impact across the 
whole of the system. Glyndwr University 
saw a fall in student numbers from 9,535 
in 2011 to 2012 to 6,415 in the year 2016 
to 2017. 

The university has said that there was 
a strategic change of direction during the 
period that moved away from international 
recruitment. 

Aberystwyth University admitted that 
its recruitment patterns had been changed 
by how much universities could now 
charge. 

Collection box 
stolen at hospital 

A CHARITY collection box was stolen from 
a shop run by the League of Friends of the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital (RSH). 

The League of Friends donation box was 
taken from the charity’s shop in the outpa¬ 
tients area of RSH. 

The collection box was later found empty 
in a gents’ toilets. 

Lee Herkes, shops manager with the 
League of Friends, said: “We empty the 
collection boxes regularly, but there would 
still have been money in the box. 

“It is hard to believe that someone would 
stoop low enough to steal a charity box 
from one of our shops. The money we col¬ 
lect goes to helping patients at RSH.” 

Over the last two years, the League of 
Friends has gifted more than £1 million 
to the RSH for vital equipment, including 
£44,000 for two new ultrasound machines 
for the Shropshire Screening Programme 
for the early detection of aneurisms, 
£55,950 for breast screening equipment 
and £166,200 for a surgery trolley for the 
day surgery unit. The league also funded 
a new state-of-the-art MRI scanner after 
launching a £1 million appeal. 


A NEW survey has revealed a 3,000-year-old 
monument is a magnet for wildlife with almost 
500 different species found. 

Following months of work to verify results, 
organisers have published the findings of the 
Hillfort BioBlitz, a 24-hour ecological survey 
carried out at Oswestry’s Hillfort. 

The event was organised by Turnstone 
Ecology in association with English Heritage, 
guardians of Old Oswestry, and hillfort conser¬ 
vation group, Oswestry Heritage Gateway. 

Funding came from The Charlotte Hartey 
Foundation and Three Parishes Big Local. 

The organisers have reported a final list of 
500 species, which includes 290 types of inver¬ 
tebrate improving significantly on the handful 
previously recorded.

either buy their farms or take a lump sum for 
surrendering their tenancy to allow the farm to 
be sold with vacant possession.

Music mogul and keen railway enthusiast Pete Waterman explains 
why he believes the high-speed line is as vital as the nation’s motorways 


£ £HS2 is life changing. For our gen¬ 
eration, it’s an amazing upheaval. 
But we have to do it for our chil¬ 
dren’s children.” 

Music mogul and HS2 Growth Taskforce 
member Pete Waterman says the controver¬ 
sial multi-billion pound high-speed line from 
Birmingham to London is a vital investment 
for future generations - and has likened its 
construction to the creation of the nation’s 
motorways, writes Kirsten Rawlins. 

The former Pop Idol judge says the prime 
benefit of Birmingham being little more than 30 
minutes from London via HS2 is not in Midland 
folk being able to get to London faster, but in 
enabling those from the capital to easily access 
the region due to ‘staggering’ costs in London. 

“HS2 will bring employment, opportunity and 
connectivity to the Midlands,” said Pete, whose 
multi-million pound career saw him write and 
produce songs for the likes of Kylie Minogue, 
Steps, Rick Astley and many more. 

“Birmingham will be 36 minutes away from 
London. Birmingham will effectively be where 
Watford is on the map. 

“When you look at the whole region of the 
West Midlands, it can only benefit from being 
closer to the capital. 

“It’s not about people from the Midlands go¬ 
ing to London, it’s about people from London 
having the opportunity to easily travel to the 
Midlands. 

“The prices in London are staggering. 

“If we weren’t to go ahead with it, it would be 
like not having built motorways. I don’t like mo¬ 
torways, but we wouldn’t be the country we are 
today without them.” 

The former Stock Aitken Waterman business¬ 
man and train aficionado says he would have 
been unable to pursue his goals, which saw him 
working in London, had it have not been for the 
improved transport links which made commut¬ 
ing from the Midlands to London feasible. 

The icon’s love for rail has seen him build two 
successful train businesses from scratch, creat¬ 


ing hundreds of jobs in Crewe in the process. 
Pete is also a patron of the National Skills Acad¬ 
emy for Railway Engineering - and has been 
since its establishment in 2010. 

Due to his passion and previous experience, 
the government invited Coventry-born Pete to 
sit on its HS2 Growth Taskforce in 2013, which 
was challenged to identify and promote oppor¬ 
tunities for economic development and other 
benefits. 

“I became what I am because Coventry be¬ 
came an hour’s journey from London,” added 
BBC WM radio presenter Pete, aged 71. 

“When it involved two-hour train journeys 
from Birmingham, I couldn’t possibly have com¬ 
muted everyday. 

Benefits 

“It would have meant spending three or four 
hours a day on the train. It would have made it 
impossible.” 

HS2 is set to cost £55.7 billion but Pete says 
he doesn’t consider this to be a significant ex¬ 
pense, given the benefits it will bring to the na¬ 
tion - adding that ‘in 30 years, nobody will blink 
an eyelid’. 

“HS2 doesn’t actually seem expensive to me. 
When you look at the enormity of what’s being 
done; what has to be built,” said Pete. 

“And it means 25,000 people will be em¬ 
ployed for 10 years. 

“It will be opening in 2033. It’s enor¬ 
mous. We’ll actually be short of staff due 
to the amount which are required. 

“There have been colleges opened 
to get people trained up faster. 

“This is going to be a complete 
game changer. It’s such as massive 
undertaking. And it will leave some 
people with a job for life, as there’s 
also the maintenance the line will 
require once it’s up and running. 

“In 30 years nobody will blink 
an eyelid. It’s like some historical 
train lines - people would be up 
in arms were they to be touched 


now, but at the time they were built people didn’t 
want them there. 

“We’ve done it before. We build communities, 
we don’t split them. And we’re not short of coun¬ 
tryside in the this country, thank goodness. 

“We’re doing things which will impact the na¬ 
tion’s scenery as delicately as we can. 

“As a country, we need to build more than a 
million homes. We can’t close our eyes to the 
fact the community is growing. 

“I would love to go back to 1954; of course I 
would. But we live in a different world now and 
technology has taken over. 

“Nobody wants to protect history more than I 
do - but not at a cost to future generations. 

“It’s all a delicate balance. With something so 
huge, there are always going to be some losers 
unfortunately. But you have to say ‘while I feel 
sorry for you, you need to look at the bigger pic¬ 
ture’. Your great, great grandchildren will benefit 
massively. 

“The British don’t like change. Looking back 
200 years, when Dickens wrote The Old Curios¬ 
ity Shop, he describes going to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and seeing the industry there as basically 
Dante’s Inferno. 

“But that was progress. We can’t turn back.”

Variable limits, as imposed apparently 
at random by anonymous people in control 
towers miles from the roads in question, are 
flashed above us from gantries across the 
carriageway. 

They can demand a speed of no more 
than 40mph on a stretch of road where

there are no apparent hold-ups and traffic 
is flowing freely. 

Unsuspecting drivers are then held to 
this arbitrary limit and, if they transgress 
by even a few miles an hour, the dreaded 
letter will be arriving in the post, with its 
fine and endorsement. It’s turning thou¬ 
sands of people into convicted criminals and 
alienating the law-abiding majority. Last 
year, 72,348 people were fined thanks to 
this system, double the number the previ¬ 
ous year and ten times the figure five years 
ago. Yet 70 per cent of these people were 
travelling at 69mph or less. 

This review comes even though some 
local authorities are planning new ways of 
cracking down on drivers. They’re threat¬ 
ening to bring in ‘average’ speed cameras 
which, presumably, measure a car’s speed 
over some distance and bag you if you’re 
doing one or two mph over the limit. The 
distance is, of course, a few hundred yards. 
What the police and local councils should be 
doing is fining people who exceed the limit 
over the course of their whole journey.

That way nobody would be fined because, 
as we all know, average speeds are so ap¬ 
pallingly slow, thanks to the anti-car poli¬ 
cies adopted by traffic planners everywhere. 

West Mercia Police’s Chief Constable is 
Anthony Bangham. 

He is the country’s roads policing chief. 

He wants to axe the ten per cent plus 
two mph ‘buffer’ which allows motorists to 
avoid punishment if they’re doing, say, 45 
in a 40 limit. He also wants to get rid of 
speed awareness courses and make us take 
more points and pay more fines. 

Speaking in January, he said: ‘We are 
proud to be law enforcers. I do not want the 
public to be surprised, I want them to be 
embarrassed when they get caught. 

‘They should not come whingeing to us 
about getting caught. If booked at 35 or 34 
or 33 (in a 30mph zone) that cannot be un¬ 
fair because they are breaking the law.’ 

Naturally this is portrayed as an impor¬ 
tant way of making the roads safer. It’s 
supposedly not about forcing people out 
of their cars and onto public transport or 
taxing them for as much money as possible. 

Falling 

He wants to change our ‘behaviours’ 
through ‘intelligence-led’ policing. And it 
goes without saying that road accidents are 
terrible things which kill people, blight lives 
and cost a fortune. But what the anti-mo¬ 
toring lobby fails to acknowledge is that the 
number of road accidents has been falling 
for years. 

That’s partly because laws are tougher, 
especially against drink-driving, partly 
because roads are safer and because cars 
themselves are a great deal tougher than 
they used to be. 

Last year, 1,720 people were killed on 
the roads, down by 72 on the year before. 
In 2006, the number of fatalities was 3,172. 
Back in 1966 - the worst year since the Sec¬ 
ond World War - there were 7,985 deaths 
on the roads. 

In that same year, there were 356,000 
injuries in road accidents. In 2016 the num¬ 
ber had been halved to 179,592. 

And yet the number of vehicles on the 
road since the days of the Ford Cortina and 
England’s victory in the World Cup has 
more than tripled, from 12 million in 1966 
to 37.7 million last year. 

True, the roads are much more congested 
but that also means traffic is moving more 
and more slowly. In fairness, Mr Bangham 
was forced into a quick U-turn after wide¬ 
spread outrage. He admitted his plan to fine 
everyone driving one mph over the limit 
was not ‘proportionate or achievable’.

THE carefully-managed flow of 
water runs beneath Dinham Mill, 
controlled by a handle inside the 
wheelhouse. 

The waterwheel, which looks quite rap¬ 
id from the outside, seems much gentler 
at close proximity. 

“I think it’s really good, there is a great deal 
of interest in it,” says Josh Crouch, who runs 
a cafe based in the building. “And it keeps the 
electricity bill down.” 

Nobody can accuse the Dinham Mill at Lud¬ 
low of failing to move with the times. Back in 
the 1300s, the site used water power to grind 
wheat, providing the bakers in the town with 
a ready supply of flour. Some 500 years later it 
was used to power a brass foundry established 
by Chaplin Hodges in 1827. 

At the turn of the 20th century, the same 
mill building housed the turbine of the new 
Ludlow Electric Light Company. 

The arrival of coal, and later gas-fuelled 
power stations largely rendered the watermill 
redundant, and the building spent the second 
half of the 20th century being used as the 
changing rooms for a public swimming pool. 

But now Dinham Mill has, like its huge tur¬ 
bine, come full circle, and is now once more 
being used to provide electricity. 

Waterwheel 

A new waterwheel, installed in 2009, turns 
a generator at the site, feeding electricity into 
the National Grid, while a digital display shows 
visitors how much power is being produced. 

“It is something we do mainly for an edu¬ 
cational and historic purpose, although it pro¬ 
duces around three quarters of the electricity 
needed to power the mill building,” says Keith 
Thomsen. 

Alison McClary, of the Society for the Pro¬ 
tection of Ancient Buildings, says: “Owing to 
their setting, many mills are havens for wild¬ 
life. 

“Watermills by ponds, rivers and streams, 
windmills set apart to catch the gusts and gales 
to turn their sails. Using natural power they do 
not pollute or blight the environment.” 

This is something not lost on Mr Thomsen, 
who points out that the digital display not 
only records how much power the watermill 
produces, but also how it has reduced the car¬ 
bon footprint in the nine years since it was 
restored. 

Mr Thomsen, an 86-year-old retired archi¬ 
tect, says that had it not been for the efforts 


of the Millennium Green Trust, the mill could 
have been lost altogether. He says following the 
closure of the swimming pool, on what is now 
the riverside green, there were plans to build 
six houses on the site, which would have cut the 
river off from the general public. 

“As you can imagine, there would have been 
uproar,” he says as he looks out from the mill. 

Mr Thomsen says by the time the pool closed, 
the building had fallen into a state of disrepair, 
and the site had become something of an eyesore. 
In fact, at first glance, not much of the original 
building was visible, having been obscured by an 
unsightly prefabricated roof. 

“Originally it was an open-air pool, but they 
later put a roof over it,” he says. 

Today, the 14th century stonework of the orig¬ 
inal mill is visible once more, and blends in beau¬ 


tifully with the Dinham Bridge across the River 
Teme. The top half of the building, where the 
grain store once was, has been sympathetically 
rebuilt, and is now home to the offices of a com¬ 
pany which develops electric cars, while the sec¬ 
tion of the building overlooking the river is now 
the Mill on the Green Cafe, run by Mr Crouch. 

Few would argue that the Millennium Green 
Trust has done a wonderful job, not only in sav¬ 
ing an important historic building, but also in 
creating a wonderful place for people to while 
away those sunny days, as the recent bank holi¬ 
day has shown. 

But Mr Thomsen says one should never forget 
the county’s role in the Industrial Revolution, 
and it is important to remember the heavy, noisy, 
and sometimes dirty industries which make 
places like Ludlow what they are today. 


Life on Long 
Mynd led to 
movie epic

AS a kid, he’d be chucked out 
of his home in Church Stretton 
and told to walk the dog over the 
Long Mynd. 

Film director Simon Hunter devel¬ 
oped a love of nature by surrounding 
himself with the great outdoors. 

Those formative experiences help to 
explain the creation of his beautiful new 
movie, Edie, which stars the award-winning 
actress Sheila Hancock. 

The film has now been released nation¬ 
wide, following a successful festival run. 

Filmed amid stunning Scottish moun¬ 
tains, Edie is as beautiful as it is inspira¬ 
tional, with a breath-taking score created by 
the award-winning composer Debbie Wise¬ 
man. It stars BAFTA nominee Hancock 
(The Boy in Striped Pyjamas) with Kevin 
Guthree (Fantastic Beasts and Where to 
Find Them), Amy Franson (Torchwood)

and Paul Brannigan (Love/Hate). 

The film centres on Hancock’s character 
who, at the tender age of 83, sets out to try 
and capture a little of the magic she had as 
a young girl. She leaves her home in Lon¬ 
don, which feels like a prison, and travels 
to Scotland to climb a mountain. The story 
is a tale of triumph over adversity as Edie 
embarks on the adventure of a lifetime. 

For Hunter, it’s also a personal triumph. 
He made his first film at the tender age of 
seven, while still living in Shropshire. He’d 
use his parents’ Super-8 camera and cut 
and paste scenes that were filmed in his ga¬ 
rage or on the Long Mynd. 

At 18, he made his first documentary in 
Zaire, an African River Journey, and his 
graduation film, Click, garnered several 
awards. His first feature Lighthouse had an 
impressive budget and was praised by the 
New York Post. 

“I suppose that in a way it does ah stem 
back to my upbringing in Shropshire,” he 
said. “I’d spend a lot of time on the Long 
Mynd and that connection with nature has 
been with me ever since.”

Hunter assembled a garlanded cast to 
make Edie. Hancock’s stellar work in The 
Russian Bride, and the BBC series Bedtime 
led her to be nominated for BAFTAs, while 
she was married for many years to actor 
John Thaw, until his death in 2002. 

Kevin Guthrie appeared in Christopher 
Nolan’s Oscar-nominated feature Dunkirk, 
as well as Fantastic Beasts and Where to 
Find Them. Paul Brannigan is known for 
his role as Scotty in the popular Irish series 
Love/Hate and Amy Franson is portraying 
Alice Guppy in Torchwood. 

Ivor Novello nominee Debbie Wiseman 
has more than 200 credits to her name on 
the big and small screen. 

Hunter said: “Sheila is the most amazing 
woman I’ve ever met.” 

Before the film, she’d never been camp¬ 
ing, much less climbed a mountain in Scot¬ 
land. “We met her for lunch,” said Hunter. 
“We told her the job would be quite hard. 
So, at the age of 83, she went to the gym for 
four months. She started Nordic walking. 
She went to Richmond Park every morning 
to get in shape. We wanted someone who 
could give us a world class performance but 
also someone who was a particular age so 
that people could understand the struggle 
they endured. Sheila Hancock was, quite lit¬ 
erally, the only person who fitted the bill.” 

The result is a captivating film that is 
expected to be one of the biggest hits of 
spring. 

All roads lead back to Shropshire and 
Hunter recently screened the film at the 
Old Market Hall, in Shrewsbury, a venue to 
which it will return. He has fond memories 
of Church Stretton and Ellesmere College, 
which nurtured his love of film. 

“I used to be out ah the time on school 
holidays. I was making films in my school 
holidays, making little epics with my 
friends. I’d be out on the Long Mynd and 
then we’d be making little models of houses 
in my garage in Church Stretton and shoot¬ 
ing those. My parents had to save up for 
film and I had to be very disciplined so that 
I didn’t waste it.” 

After graduating from film school in 1993 
Simon went on to write and direct a hand¬ 
ful of short films - one of which, ‘Wired’, 
impressed British screen so much that they 
immediately invested in Lighthouse a 2.5m 
dollar feature film. The New York Post 
called Lighthouse “as suspenseful as any¬ 
thing in recent history”. 

At the Cannes advertising festival in 2001 
Lighthouse attracted the eye of Bob Isher- 
wood, the creative director of Saatchi and 
Saatchi. Isherwood selected Hunter for the 
New Director’s Showcase. 
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Members of the Campaign for Real Ale voted on whether to include lager in 
its remit. The vote was lost but times are changing. MARK ANDREWS reports. 


F or such a forgettable product, 
Watneys Red Barrel seems to 
have left a rather strong impres¬ 
sion. Within the real ale fraternity, it 
has become almost a swearword - 
uttered quite a lot, but always with a 
curled lip of disdain. 

This probably shouldn’t come as a sur¬ 
prise. When Star journalist Michael Hardman 
founded the Campaign for Real Ale some 
47 years ago, it was a deliberate reaction 
against the bland, processed beers churned 
out in vast quantities in the 1970s. And of 
these, Red Barrel has become totemic. 

And it seems these scars still run deep for 
many who attended Camra’s annual meeting 
recently. The get-together in Coventry marked 
the climax of a two-year consultation on whether 
or not the group should be expanded to include 
lager and keg beer. When the consultation was 
launched, there was even the suggestion that the 
group might change its name to reflect its new 
inclusivity. But while 72 per cent of the 18,000 
members who voted came down in favour of em¬ 
bracing all beer styles, the vote failed because it 
did not reach the 75 per cent threshold required. 
This has left a bitter taste in the mouth for some, 
and divisions that have inevitably been played 
out on social media. The meeting did approve 
changes that will see the organisation providing 



educational information about all beer styles, as 
well as allowing the sale of lagers and keg beers 
at Camra beer festivals, which some will see as 
a sensible compromise. 

Telford pub landlord John Ellis, a Camra 
member for nearly 30 years, says the organisa¬ 
tion was in a no-win situation. 

“Whichever way it went, it wasn’t going to be 
popular with some, some people were going to 
be unhappy,” he says. 

But he can understand why many Camra tra¬ 
ditionalists are wary about opening the remit 
too widely. “I personally voted in favour based 
on the caveats that were put in place, but I’m 
not unhappy that it hasn’t happened,” he says. 
The term “real ale” was coined by Hardman 
and his friends in the early 1970s in reference 
to beers that were served in traditional casks, 
and were still “live” and fermenting when they 
were served. This distinguished them from the 
likes of Watneys which were artificially filtered 
and pasteurised for sale in 
sealed kegs, and then pres¬ 
surised with the addition of 
carbon dioxide. This made 
life easier for the vast net¬ 
work of pubs the big brewer¬ 
ies controlled at the time as 
the beer could be stored for 
weeks on end. 

But it also made for a 
bland, generic flavour for 
which Red Barrel has be¬ 
come a byword. 

Most would agree Camra has played a huge 
role in changing this culture. 

The 2018 edition of its Good Beer Guide lists 
more than 1,700 breweries producing in excess 
of 7,000 different beers, with more styles and fla¬ 
vours than there have been for decades. 

But a side effect has been the growing num¬ 
ber of small independent “craft” breweries 
which produce keg beers that many would say 
are of equal, if not better, standard than some of 
the cask ales favoured by Camra. 

Many traditional “real ale” breweries, such 
as Joules in Market Drayton and Battlefield in 
Shrewsbury have also added “craft lager” to 
their ranges, further blurring the distinction. 

While it seems most Camra members appre¬ 
ciate the quality of some of these products, com¬ 
ing up with a set of criteria to define what Camra 
should embrace has proved tricky. “We have a 
legal definition of real ale, it is a living product 


conditioned in a cask,” says Mr Ellis. “But what 
is a ‘craft beer’? Being cynical, I would say ‘craft’ 
is just another word for ‘expensive’. 

“I do sell lager in my pub, I will happily sell Am- 
stel from the Netherlands, or Joules from Mar¬ 
ket Drayton, but I wouldn’t touch the mass-pro¬ 
duced lagers with a bargepole.” 

Adrian Zawierka, chairman of Camra’s Telford 
branch, voted against the changes. He believes 
cask beer is the gold standard and that Camra’s 
role should be encouraging breweries to pro¬ 
duce beer in this way. But he says he would have 
no problem in offering locally produced lagers 
at beer festivals if there was a demand - and 
they met the required standards. 

“If a locally produced lager was absolutely 
bland, and had no taste whatsoever, we wouldn’t 
touch it,” he says. “If it was made from natural in¬ 
gredients, and had the same taste and flavour to 
it as the cask ales, there would be no objection.” 

But Terry Hodges, a Camra member since the 
1970s, thinks the organisa¬ 
tion will suffer if it does not 
embrace the new generation 
of brewers who are produc¬ 
ing high-quality products, 
but using modern methods. 

“They keep talking about 
Watneys Red Barrel, but all 
these new brewers weren’t 
around when we had Wat¬ 
neys Red Barrel and Double 
Diamond,” says Mr Hodges, 
from north Worcestershire. 

“Instead of banging on about that, they 
should get together and explore what all these 
young people are doing with their imaginative 
products.” Over at Salopian Brewery in Shrews¬ 
bury, managing director and Camra member 
Wilf Nelson says the high vote in support of the 
motion shows that attitudes towards keg beer 
are beginning to change. But he concedes that 
is a minefield, not helped by the big brewers 
introducing new lines which masquerade as 
“craft” breweries. “I think the concern is about 
the filtered lagers and filtered beers, which have 
all the flavour taken out of them, and with that I 
would agree,” he says. 

“Camra has done a fantastic job, but I think we 
also have to recognise the excellent work being 
done by these new brewers. Given that 72 per 
cent voted in favour, I wouldn’t be surprised if 
they held another vote in a few years that would 
see them accepting keg ales.”

‘Like the Black 
Death, we’ll be 
back’ - Ukip 



Happier times for Ukip as Nigel Farage celebrates the Referendum result 


HAROLD Wilson famously said 
that a week was a long time in 
politics. But for the UK Independ¬ 
ence Party, the past two years 
must seem like a millennium. 

Back in the summer of 2016, Nigel 
Farage was the man of the moment. 
After more than two decades of cam¬ 
paigning for Britain to leave the Eu¬ 
ropean Union, the party had achieved 
what it set out to do. 

Donald Trump invited Farage to one of 
his rallies, hoping that a bit of his populist 
stardust would rub off on himself. 

Now, little more than 22 months after the 
historic Brexit vote, the party’s former dep¬ 
uty chairman Suzanne Evans has admitted 
the party could be in a battle for survival 
following a drubbing in the recent local 
elections.

The party, which had established itself 
as the third force in local government, was 
wiped out in the local elections, losing more 
than 90 council seats. 

Miss Evans, who lives in Shrewsbury, 
says the party still has the ability to ‘set the 
cat among the pigeons’. 

“If Ukip does crumble I think you could 
still arguably make the case that it’s been 
one of the most successful political parties 
in history,” she said. 

And indeed it is hard to deny Ukip’s 
oft-repeated claim that if it had not been for 
the efforts of Ukip, particularly under Mr 
Farage’s colourful leadership, then there 
would never have even been a referen¬ 
dum on whether Britain should remain in 
the EU, let alone a successful campaign to 
leave. The problem has been finding a new 
raison d’etre in post-Brexit Britain. 

Of course, it is not the first political 
movement that was borne out of a single 
issue. The US Republican Party was set 
up to end slavery, and the original British 
Tory Party opposed measures to prevent

the Catholic King James II from ascending 
to the throne. But while these parties have 
managed to broaden their appeal once their 
original objectives were achieved, Ukip so 
far seems to have found this difficult. 

Many of Ukip’s problems, such as the 
ready supply of unfortunate off-guard com¬ 
ments, stem from a lack of professionalism 
or discipline. But in the age of the 24-hour 
media, where every Twitter and Facebook 
quip is forensically analysed, it is much 
harder to get away with such indiscretions. 

It would also be a mistake to underes¬ 
timate the Farage factor. While Ukip did 
enjoy some success in the European parlia¬ 
ment before Mr Farage became leader, it 
was very much a niche movement. It was 
Farage’s larger-than-life personality and 
outspoken comments, his carefully crafted 
persona as the beer-swilling, no-nonsense 
man-of-the-people which brought the party 
into the mainstream. 

Breakthrough 

And while the Ukip is at present the larg¬ 
est British party in the European parlia¬ 
ment, and has enjoyed some success in local 
elections, it has never made the expected 
breakthrough at Westminster. 

In 2008 Bob Spink became the first sit¬ 
ting MP to defect from the Conservatives to 
Ukip, although he sat in the Commons as 
an independent. In 2014, Tory MPs Mark 
Reckless and Douglas Carswell caused a 
stir when they quit their seats and won the 
subsequent by-elections under the Ukip 
banner. Reckless lost his seat at the fol¬ 
lowing General Election, but Carswell was 
re-elected before finally quitting the party 
in 2017. 

Bill Etheridge, MEP for the West 
Midlands constituency which includes 
Shropshire, was once touted as a possible 
successor. But having lost his council seat 
in Dudley recently, he delivered a wither¬ 
ing criticism of the party’s present leader 
and announced he would be quitting politics 
when his term in the European Parliament 
ends next year. 

Of course, it is hardly the first time that 
people have written off Ukip’s chances, and 
the party which revels in its place as the 
anti-establishment underdog has a habit of 
bounding back. 

As Ukip’s general secretary Paul Oakley 
said, in a not altogether successful attempt 
to put a positive spin on his party’s collapse 
in local government: 

“Think of the Black Death in the Middle 
Ages. It comes along and it causes disrup¬ 
tion and then it goes dormant, and that’s 
exactly what we are going to do.”

CONTRACTS completed in the educa¬ 
tion sector in the last financial year worth 
more than £15 million have bolstered the 
on-going growth of a Shropshire con¬ 
struction company.

Block, the former science building, at Concord College. 

Managing director Steven Owen said the firm’s suc¬ 
cess in education was one of the factors underpinning 
its sustained growth. 

“Our experience in this field has made us the in¬ 
formed choice for many organisations when it comes 
to major infrastructure projects as our team - from 
on site to back office staff - understand the issues and 
constraints of working on projects in this industry and 
offer the flexible approach to ensure that teaching fa¬ 
cilities are maintained.

The Stafford Park-based company saw group 
revenue increase by 25.4 per cent to £167.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

The figures, which cover the year ending December 
31 last year, also show operating profit increased by 
19.3 per cent to £14.2 million, profit increase by 51.5 
per cent to £10 million and cash flow from operations 
increase from £2.6 million to £17.2 million. 

But the firm, which has its UK sales base on Staf¬ 
ford Park in Telford, where it employs 200 people at 
a 110,000 sq ft site, said it did not generate the profit 
growth that it had planned last year. 

CEO John Hornby said: “The last few months have 
clearly been a particularly challenging period for the 
group but we have learned a number of lessons from 
this experience and are fully committed to building a 
stronger platform for future sustainable growth. We 
are confident in our long-term strategy to expand the 
group’s product ranges and geographic reach and be¬ 
lieve that our profits will return to attractive levels in 
due course.

ON HOLIDAY 


Report by Ella Walker 


THE flight to Jersey from Lon¬ 
don is so short, there’s almost no 
time to get hungry. 

We coast up and then down in less 
time (well, an hour) than it takes to 
get through a glass-and-a-half of red 
and a packet of peanuts. 

Yet the food is the reason behind my 
weekend-long jaunt to the island - which is 
not traditionally known as a gourmet des¬ 
tination. 

ONE HOTEL IS LEADING 
THE FOODIE REVOLUTION 

While a huge percentage of Jersey’s food 
is imported, and a chunk of its earth pad¬ 
ded with firm Jersey Royals, Longueville 
Manor in St. Saviour is championing the 
garden-to-table movement. 

The hotel’s walled kitchen garden is tufty 
with rainbow chard, their upright stalks in 
sunset hues. 

Fat pumpkins and waxy gourds await a 
future blitzed into soup, and a stretch of 
crinkly-leafed raspberry canes tangle to¬ 
gether like clasped fingers. 

But it’s the micro herbs in the lean-to 
greenhouse that you really get a taste of in 
the 15th century oak-panelled dining room. 
Plump hand-dived north coast scallops 
come with snarls of lemony shoots from 
the glasshouse, while poached lobster in an 
Asian broth is garlanded with pea fronds. 

The kitchen is executive chef Andrew 
Baird’s domain, but he’s always got one eye 
on the sky and the current. 

He tells of the island’s 40ft tides which 
suck in and out, concealing the watery 
homes of scallops, rays and turbot, and is 
always assessing whether it’s a good day to 
go squid fishing after work. 

“The bigger the moon, the bigger the 
tide,” he says, “meaning lots of running 
water, which is good for seabass and mack¬ 
erel. If it’s a small moon, you get more John 
dory and red mullet.” 

Keeping in with local fishermen is crucial 
when their catch determines your menu. 

YOU CAN PICK SEAWEED STRAIGHT 
FROM THE BEACH AND EAT IT 

Bushcraft and outdoors expert Kazz is 
very much another Jersey “bean” (aka 
local). We meet in a sand dune-strewn 
lay-by off Jersey’s five-mile road, a stretch 
of asphalt that charts the length of St 
Ouen’s Beach, a huge curved slab of sand 
the colour of pineapple flesh, which morphs 
into craggy basalt rock pools and then tum¬ 
bles into swathes of surfable waves. 

Kazz has been foraging for 20 years and, 
when he’s not supplying local restaurants 
with wild herbs and seaweed, runs two-and- 
a-half-hour coastal foraging walks for those 
keen to get involved. 

He also seems to know everyone on the 
island. Tell a Jersey taxi driver you’re going 
foraging, and instead of asking what it is, 
they’re more likely to say: “You going with 
Kazz?” 

In wellies (later, calf-deep in a rock pool 


he remembers one has a hole in it), sun¬ 
glasses and with thick dreadlocks tracing 
down his back, he marches us down to the 
ocean. 

“We are bomb-proof if we’ve still got 
seaweed,” he says in all seriousness, hand¬ 
ing me a curled leaf of sea beet. “It’s got 
everything you need to survive.” 

Between plunging our hands into the 
cool troughs of the rock pools, liberating 
luminous green clumps of salty, crunchy 
sea-blight, and tasting the rubbery blades 
of pepper dulse, the “truffle of the sea” (it 
really does have that pungent truffle fla¬ 
vour), Kazz shares his rules and wisdom. 

“Only ever pick from the top third to pre¬ 
serve the plants,” he recommends. 

It’s a crash course in seaweed nutrition: 
Sea purslane for vitamin A and omega 
3 - kelp is packed with natural MSG; for 
every lOOg of Nori, 25 per cent is protein; 
red strands of dulse are high in iodine and 
make a great substitute for bacon; rock 
samphire is a blood purifier; while serrated 
wrack makes for the “ultimate bath bomb” 
because of the oil it secretes. 


LOOK UNDERNEATH ROCKS AND 
YOU’LL FIND SHELLFISH 

There’s not just seaweed to scour the 
coast for though. Incredibly, if you know 
how and where to look, you can collect 
enough shellfish for supper, which Kazz 
can be persuaded to cook up over a fire 
pit on the beach. He places a prized and 
pearlescent, softly palpitating ormer (or 
abalone) in my palm, promising “they taste 
like steak”. 

We spot a muddy brown flatfish dozing 
unobtrusively - apparently they can grow 
to the size of a dinner plate - and brave the 
clacking fury of a notoriously vicious red¬ 
eyed velvet swimming crab, whose shell is 
aptly plush. An elderly gentleman in full 
fishing cap and jacket shows us his catch 
of the day, pulling a bona fide sea monster 
from a sack - a glossy, muscular conga eel, 
as thick as a tyre and as tall as a man. His 
dog helped him spook it from its home be¬ 
neath the sand. 

“It’s like bingo, you never know what 
you’ll find under a rock,” says Kazz, heft¬ 
ing one after another until finally we un¬ 


cover two lobsters (they mate for life), 
electric blue and smattered with ink black 
spots. The undersides of their claws are the 
palest salmon pink. 

THE LOCAL OYSTERS ARE 
REALLY SOMETHING 
At Sumas (sumasrestaurant.com) in 
Gorey, on the far east of the island beside 
Mont Orguil Castle, there’s a lobster on al¬ 
most every table, split open like an edible 
game of Operation, where the challenge is 
to pick out the creamiest hunks of flesh. 

With views out over Gorey harbour, 
which rocks steadily with snub-nosed 
boats, my crab risotto disappears almost as 
quickly a serving of Jersey oysters. 

Fished from the nearby Royal Bay of 
Grouville, the silken molluscs are poached 
in white wine sauce and topped with cu¬ 
cumber and herbs - we’re told to knock 
them back alongside an icy gin and tonic. 

It’s good, but not quite as good as drink¬ 
ing Kazz’s homemade elderflower cham¬ 
pagne from the back of his orange VW, the 
memory of holding a live lobster still flut¬ 
tering the nerves in your hands. 


IT’S early on a summer’s morning and I’m 
in bed-wear and flip-flops, making a short 
walk back to our mobile home from the 
campsite convenience store. 

Having made the very best use of my 
GCSE French, I’m carrying a big paper bag 
full of warm croissants 
and pain au chocolat 
and, with the morning 
sun on my face, I’m full 
of - how you say? - joie 
de vivre. 

Spoiling the serenity some¬ 
what are my three excitable 
boys - seven-year-old Oscar, 

Dylan, three, and Alex, two 

- who blatantly have energy 
to burn. 

As they run off up a path 
shouting, I offer a passer-by 
a cheery “Bonjour!”. “Alright 
mate,?” he replies, chuckling. “Havin’ fun?” Yes, we 
are. We’re having lots of fun. 

We’re on day five of a stay at a Siblu holiday village 
at Bonne Anse Plage, a small resort on the edge of a 
pine forest just north of Royan in Charente-Maritime. 

The boys have clocked hours and hours swimming 
and whizzing down water slides in the sun. Given the 
choice, I suspect they’d happily do it all day, every day. 

But we decide to head out for some activities, includ¬ 
ing a trip to the excellent La Palmyre Zoo, just down 
the road, and lie d’Oleron, France’s second largest is¬ 
land (after Corsica). Here we discover Plage de Gat- 
seau, a beautiful stretch of beach with shallow water, 
which is almost deserted. It’s perfect. 

Glorious weather is helping. We’ve based ourselves 
half-way down France’s west coast to increase our 
chances of sunshine. 

Of course, it’s a long way to travel with a car full of 
kids for a bit of sun - at least five hours direct from 
the Caen/Ouistreham ferry port, in fact. So we’d ar¬ 
ranged a couple of detours to break-up the journeys 

- and hopefully create some unforgettable memories 
for the kids. 

On the way out, our chosen stop-off is Futuroscope. 

Set in glorious parkland and 
featuring some quirky archi¬ 
tecture, it’s a relatively un¬ 
commercial theme park with 
an emphasis on 3D and 4D 
immersive attractions rather 
than roller-coasters or tradi¬ 
tional rides. 

While my wife takes our 
youngest two children to an 
infant-friendly Raving Rab- 
bids ride and a screening of 
Ice Age: No Time For Nuts, 
Oscar and I head for Extraor¬ 
dinary Journey. 

Strapped in with our legs 
dangling, we’re taken on a virtual ride around exotic 
locations flying amongst birds and hot air balloons. It’s 
a good introduction, but far more thrilling is Arthur, 
The 4D Adventure, based on the Luc Besson movies, 
which sees us tearing through a fairy-tale world on the 
back of a ladybird. 

The piece de resistance here, though, is Dances With 
Robots, a full-on ride in which you’re strapped into the 
palm of a giant robot hand, and then violently spun 
around and upside down in every direction, to a bang¬ 
ing techno soundtrack. We spend some considerable 
time watching it, mesmerised, but none of us is brave 
enough to try it. 

Rides aside, the parklands and playgrounds of Fu¬ 
turoscope are a great place for our young kids to hang 
out and play (caveat: We went slightly off-season), and 
well worth the detour. But historical theme park Puy 
du Fou (pronounced “pwee dew foo”) - our chosen stop- 
off on the way home - would prove to be even better. 
Proof history can also be fun. Arriving late afternoon, 
we check into La Citadelle, a hotel from the Middle 
Ages which dates all the way back to, er, May 2017. 

Entering the Grand Parc is a bit like setting foot on a 
giant movie set, with a cast of hundreds acting out set 
pieces from throughout the ages - in French, of course. 
Headsets are required for English commentary. 

We arrive just in time to catch the best attraction 
of the lot - Les Vikings. Set in a lakeside village, the 
26-minute show begins with a sedate wedding but the 
scene erupts into chaos following a huge Viking raid. 
With fires, explosions and, well, plenty of surprises, it’s 
all very exciting.

Cactus stands out 


in any company 



There’s a lengthy list of exterior and interior styling, engineering, technology and connectivity updates featuring two core trim levels

Citroen has unveiled an impressive new 
player in the C-Segment hatchback division 
- and believe me C4 Cactus is a huge 
improvement on the previous model which 
did nothing to get my taste buds going. 

Majoring on comfort and personality the 
new C4 Cactus is now available in the UK with 
a lengthy list of exterior and interior styling, 
engineering, technology and connectivity 
updates featuring two core trim levels. 

If like me you weren’t impressed with the 
“plastic” side-panel finish on the outgoing 
model you’ll be delighted to hear it’s been 
dispatched to the Citroen design bin and is 
nowhere to be seen on the new Feel and Flair 
trim levels revealed this week. 

Prices start at £17,265 and rise to £20,895 
for the top of the range option and you will 
be staggered by the level of ride comfort with 
C4 Cactus benefitting from the European 
premier of Citroen’s brand new suspension 
system with progressive hydraulic cushions 
and easily the most comfortable seating in the 
sector. 

The new suspension system is a European 
first for Citroen, improving the ride comfort 
without having any effect on handling, while 
support and height adjustable seats are 
given the full Citroen treatment for additional 
comfort. Improved sound conditioning is also 
very evident. 

Building on previous successes the new 
model boasts an extended range of external 
personalisation options, with nine body 
colours - including a new Emerald Blue 
metallic paint and four colour packs, giving a 
total of 31 possible combinations. 


And you can’t help but be impressed with 
the range of technologies and engines with 
12 driver assistance systems now on offer, 
including Active Safety Brake, Grip Control 
and Lane Departure Warning. 

There are also three connectivity 
technologies; Citroen Connect Nav, Citroen 
Connect Box with the brand’s Emergency 
& Assistance system and Mirror Screen 
functionality. 

Technology 

All the segment-essential technologies are 
packed in with driving assistance systems 
such as: Active Safety Brake; Speed Limit 
Recognition and Recommendation; Lane 
Departure Warning System; Coffee Break 
Alert (a first for me); Driver Attention Alert 
Blind Spot Monitoring; Park Assist; Reversing 
Camera; Hill Start Assist; Front Fog Lights 
with Cornering Function; Keyless Entry and 
Start and Grip Control. 

The Citroen cabin is an area of acquired 
taste but there’s no doubting how much room 
there is up front or for the averaged sized rear- 
seat passengers. 

Up-front the dashboard is dominated by a 
7-inch touchscreen which groups together 
all of the key vehicle functions, such as air 
conditioning, radio, telephone and a very 
clear sat-nav system. 

New C4 Cactus range is available with 
three 3-cylinder PureTech petrol engines and 
the highly efficient BlueHDi 100 S&S diesel, 
as well as the latest generation EAT6 fully 
automatic gearbox. 

Citroen expect the 110 Bluetech to be 
the best seller. They say manual will be the 
preferred option but I would advise testing the 


automatic version too if you are looking for 
comfort and easy motoring. The automatic on 
test was a pure joy. The 3-cylinder transverse 
1200 engine produced a top speed of 
117mph and 0-62mph in 9.9 seconds, has a 
claimed combined fuel figure of 61.4mpg and 
produced C02 emissions of only 105g/km - 
impressive in any class. 


The test car came with cruise control and 
speed limiter, gear efficiency indicator, 
ice alert, child locking doors, deadlocks, 
immobiliser, alarm, steering wheel controls, 
city camera pack and LED front and rear 
interior reading lights. 

The basic price of the test model was £21,165 
and while extras pushed the bill up to just over 


£23,000 this is a car which really does stand 
out in any company and has just improved its 
appeal amongst C-Segment buyers. 

There are three “Feel” and four “Free” 
options available in both manual and 
automatic alternatives but I tend to agree 
with the Citroen suits that the 110 will be the 
popular choice.

New Sport model adds 
a new dimension to 


the Honda Jazz range 



The higher seating position gives better visibility 


By John Griffiths 

Honda’s smallest car, the Jazz, 
has enjoyed a loyal following from 
motorists arund the world in the past 
17 years - but now the company 
has made a conscious decision to 
broaden its appeal. 

For the first time it gives buyers the 
option of a new, more powerful engine. 
That may appeal to younger drivers, of 
course, but also to the family motorist 
since the latest Jazz offers more cabin 
space than most typical compact 
hatchbacks, more like mid-size 
models. 

Head and leg room in the rear are 
particularly generous and it has an 
above average 354 litres of boot 
space. A ‘magic seat’ system allows 
you the flexibility to juggle between 
passengers and luggage, with up to 
1,314 litres of cargo capacity with just 
two people on board. 

The rear seats can also be reclined to 
cosset your passengers, while the front 
seats and steering wheel have a wide 
range of adjustment to suit individual 
drivers. 

Advantage 

The extra oomph will be welcome 
if you’re carrying a family and their 
luggage, with the added advantage 
that it comes in a new, high 
specification Sport trim. 

The new 1.5 litre engine is another 
Honda i-VTEC unit, well known for 
their smooth, free revving nature. But it 
endows the Sport with 130PS of power 
and 155Nm of torque (compared to 
102Ps and 123Nm for its standard 1.3 
litre stablemate). 

The Sport is significantly quicker (0 
to 62mph in 8.7 as opposite to 11.2 
seconds) putting it in warm hatchback 
territory, with an equally improved ‘in¬ 
gear’ performance for overtaking. 

Official average fuel economy is 
47.9mpg - as that’s a laboratory test I 
was pleasantly surprised by the 43mpg 
achieved in real-world driving. Its 
C02 rating is 133g/km. The optional 
automatic (CVT) transmission is a little 
more economical than the six-speed 
manual in the test car. 

It is quite a tall car, with benefits 
including a higher hip height (for easier 
access) and, of course, the higher 
seating position and better visibility 
which have made compact SUVs so 
popular. 


The Sport has its own, tuned 
suspension set-up to reflect its 
increased power which works 
surprisingly well, balanced effective 
dynamics with a supple ride. 

I confess I was a bit unsure of 
the Sport in the first few miles, 
as it felt very light. But in fact that 
characteristic which is much 
appreciated around town is a little 
misleading - on the open road it 
threads its way competently and 
without fuss through the twisty bits. 
Even the bumpy ones. 

This relaxed competence adds 
to the refined, mature nature of the 
Sport, 

The test car was a Sport Navi 
model with a list price of £17,765 - 
go for the standard Sport and you 
lose the Garmin satnav but save 
£610. That’s just over £1,000 more 
than the top of the range 1.3 litre 
Jazz. 

From the outside, additional styling 
features are more subtle than flashy: 
16-inch alloys, sports bumpers, 
side sills, a tailgate spoiler and LED 
headights. 

The interior stands out not only 
for its space but for the high quality, 
soft touch materials by no means 
common in this class. 

As is inevitable these days, the 


dash is dominated by a seven-inch 
colour touchscreen controller, 
handling a rage of functions as well 
as navigation including phone and 
internet connectivity and vehicle 
systems. Audio controls are also 
duplicated by buttons on the 
steering wheel. 

Technology 

There is air conditioning, electric 
windows and mirrors which are 
also heated), automatic headlights 
and wipers, front and rear parking 
sensors. 

The car is also fitted with the latest 
safety technology, apart front front, 
side and curtain airbags it has ABS, 
stability control, hill start assist and 
a ‘city brake’ system to help avoid 
those all-too-common low speed 
shunts. 

There is also a tyre pressure 
warning system, speed limiter linked 
to the traffic sign recognition system, 
lane departure warning and auto 
dipping headlights. 

The model adds a new dimension 
to the Jazz range, in terms of 
performance and specification. It’s 
particularly flexible seating, and 
class-leading interior space, make 
it highly competitive in this sector of 
the market.
